JEFFERSON CITY AP — The 
House 
Reapportionment Com­ 
mittee heard testimony in favor 
of Gov. Warren E, Hearnes’ 
plan for redistricting the house 
Wednesday but took no action. 
The man who introduced the 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment, Rep. M. E. 
Charlie 
Bauer, D-Jackson County, said 
he didn’t k ow whether the fed­ 
eral court would wait much 
longer before taking its own 
action under the one man-one 
vote decision. 
The 
governor’s 
proposal 
would set up a bipartisan com­ 
mission he would name from 
panels submitted by the two 
party committees — the same 
plan used recently in redistrict­ 
ing the state Senate. 
But 
House leaders 
have 
balked. They say the House 
should have a hand in naming 
any cornu.ission to 
re-align 
House 
D istricts. 
The house 
tried last spring to do the job but 
the voters rejected that effort 
in the special Aug. 17 election. 
Gene Walsh, the governor’s 
legal aide, told the committee 
Wednesday that time is short, 
“ so the plan adopted by the 
legislature should be the one 
most calculated to be accepted 
by the people.” 
The committee will consider 
ll other reapportionment pro­ 
posals next week. 


Four Win 
Nobel Prizes 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden AP — 
The 1965 Nobel Prize for phys­ 
ics was awarded today to two 
Americans and a Japanese, and 
the prize for chemistry went to 
another American. 
The Royal Swedish Academy 
of Science announced that the 
physics award was given jointly 
to Julian Schwinger of Harvard, 
Richard Feynman of the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
and Sin-Itiro Tomonago of J a ­ 
pan. The three will share equal­ 
ly in the $55,000 prize money. 
It announced the chemistry 
prize of 282,000 kroner (about 
$55,000) went to Prof. Robert 
Burns Woodward, also of Har­ 
vard University at Cambridge, 
M ass., a pioneer in synthesis of 
chlorophyll. 
The 
citation 
for the three 
physics winners said the award 
was 
for “ their 
fundamental 
work in quantum electrodynam­ 
ics, with deep-ploughingconse­ 
quences for the physics of ele­ 
mentary particles."

crimination. 
Jones declined to say whether 
he had any full-time employ­ 
ment since 1960.

Aids Homeless Boys 


LOS ANGELES AP - 
Her 
spare time and modest savings 
were the assets Miss Ettie Lee 
used to start a $3-million for­ 
tune — all the profits from 
which she spends on homeless 
boys. 
Miss Lee, 79, a retired Los 
Angeles school teacher, and an 
aunt of Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart L . Udall, earned the 
money investing in real estate 
over the past 35 years. All her 
profits go to the Ettie Lee 
Homes Inc., the 14 ranches for 
boys she maintains. She lives on 
her teacher's pension. 
Her explanation: 
“ As a teacher, I noticed quite 
a pattern in boys having diffi­ 
culties. They were boys who 
didn't have a good home situa­ 
tion. 
“ This is a man's world. It 
takes a man to develop a boy 
into a man. Ninety per cent of 
the boys in trouble were from 
homes 
where there was no 
strong male 
figure 
in their 
lives. 
“ I tried to find homes for 
these boys, but I was unsuccess­ 
ful. I made up my mind then 


that I'd have to be like the little 
red hen and do the job myself.** 
This meant she'd need plenty 
of money, and she never made 
more than $300 a month as a 
teacher. But she saved what she 
could. 
Her first real estate deal 
came in 1930, when she paid $1,. 
000 for a lot in the Wilshire dis­ 
trict. 
“ I sold it two years later for 
$5,000," she recalls. 
Then she began looking for 
larger investments. 
“ I must have bought and sold 
50 apartment houses since I 
started operating," she said. 
By 1950 - four years after she 
retired from teaching— she had 
enough 
resources 
for 
her 
project. She says that when she 
dies her estate will go to contin­ 
uing the projects. 
Miss Lee said it cost from $40,- 
000 to $50,000 to build each 
home. 
Miss Lee hires Mormon cou­ 
ples — her own faith — to run 
the homes, which, however,are 
nondenominational.

courts was told

night it is time to improve 
M issouri's 25-year-old nonpar- 
tain court plan. 
Gov. Warren 
E, Hearnes 
stressed the need to upgrade 
the 
magistrate 
and probate 
courts-the courts where most 
people get their impression of 
law and justice. 
UjS. District Judge Elmo B. 
Hunter, former judge of the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals, 
said the emphasis must be on 
selection of topflight lawyers by 
the nominating commission. To 
attract them, ne said, salaries 
and retirement pay must be in­ 
creased. 
Both said the people of any 
area ought to have the right to 
decide 
whether their courts 
should come under the nonpar­ 
tisan system without having to 
ask the legislature for enabling 
legislation. 
Hearnes said this local option 
approach should not be consid­ 
ered until the court plan is 
approved. 
Both also recommended that 
mandatory 
retirement 
age 
should be around 72 instead of 
7 5 as at present. 
To solve the problem of dis­ 
ciplining and removing judges, 
Judge 
Hunter 
suggested the 
present retirement commission 
be given this job. That would 
do away with the cumbersome 
impeachment system, the only 
way a judge can be removed at 
present. 
He also recommended that lf 
a governor fails to appoint a 
judge within 60 days from the 
panel of three nominees sub­ 
mitted to him, the Supreme 
Court should do the appointing.

The nomination then was sent 
back to the committee. This ap­ 
peared to kill the nomination 
for this session of Congress but 
President Johnson could resub­ 
mit it at the next session In Jan­ 
uary. 
Kennedy made his surprise 
request shortly after the con­ 
troversial 
nomination 
was 
called up for action in the 
Senate. 
Appearing near tears and his 
voice breaking at one point, 
Kennedy said “ I am satisfied 
that a full and complete rec­ 
ord, made with care and de­ 
liberation, will uphold my judg­ 
ment of M orrissey to the satis­ 
faction 
of any 
fair-minded 
m an." 
Kennedy is the chief sponsor 
of the nomination of M orrissey, 
an old friend and political asso­ 
ciate of his family. 
Just before calling the nomi­ 
nation up for action, Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana told newsmen, “ It looks 
close to m e." 
He said the outcome might 
hinge on the number of ab­ 
sentees. 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dlrksen of Illinois, heading the 
opposition to M orrissey, had 
himself planned to propose re ­ 
committal. 
M orrissey, 55, has been a Bos­ 
ton Municipal Court judge for 
the last seven years, but his 
nomination has come under at­ 
tack on the ground he is not 
qualified for the federal bench.

WASHINGTON — Congress­ 
man Paul Jones, Kennett, Mo., 
Democrat, was one of seven 
Missouri House members who 
voted against the Johnson ad­ 
ministration’s highway beauti­

bill. 
The measure 
passed the House, 245-138. 
Only two of M issouri's IO 
Congressman voted for the bill. 
One was absent and did not 
vote. 
Congressman Jones said today 
that he voted against the bill 
not because he opposes highway 
beautification but because: 
“ It transfers too much au­ 
thority from the Missouri State 
Highway 
Commission 
to a 
bureaucrat in Washington. 
“ It was moving too far and too 
fast and there was a question 
in 18 states, where because of 
constitutional limitations, they 
might lose several million dol­ 
lars in federal funds. Missouri 
might lose more than $19 mil­ 
lion. 
“ Many small businesses, par­ 
ticularly motels, restaurants, 
service stations and tourist at­ 
tractions, removed from the 
main artery of traffic by re ­ 
location of interstate and p ri­ 
mary highways, are threatened 
with extinction due to the fact 
that the traveling public may 
no longer be advised of their 
location, (by the bill’s re stric ­ 
tions on billboard advertising). 
“ There was a question about 
the extent to which the nation 
should go in spending general 
revenue funds needed for high­ 
way construction and safety as 
compared with the need for 
beautification of hirhways, in­ 
cluding 41,000 miles of inter­ 
state and more than 225,000 
miles of the prim ary system, 
both on and off the rights-of- 
way.

ST. LOUIS, Mo. AP - An 
earthquake rumbled across the 
Midwest 
Wednesday 
night, 
shaking at least eight states. 
No injuries or serious damage 
were reported. 
The quake started at 9:01 
p.m. and lasted for 14 minutes 
on the seismograph at St.Louis 
University. 
Residents of Kansas, 
Mis­ 
souri, 
Arkansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Kentucky 
and 
Tennessee felt it only for a 
few seconds. 
Dr. Carl Kisslinger, chair­ 
man of the geophysics depart­ 
ment at St. Louis University, 
said the quake was recorded at 
between 4.5 and 5 on 
the 
Richter scale. Hie disastrous 
Alaskan earthquake 
of 1964 
hit 8.4 on the scale. 
“ There's no doubt about it," 
said Kisslinger, “ it was an 
earthquake, and it was a signifi­ 
cant earthquake for this part of 
the world. If the center had 
been under a city, there would 
have been a lot of dam age." 
Kisslinger said tile quake cen­ 
tered about 260 miles west of St. 
Louis, near the Kansas-Mis­ 
souri border. But Dr. 
James 
Peoples, of the seismograph 
station at the University 
of 
Kansas, said the quake occurred 
within a 300-mile radius of the 
Lawrence campus, 35 miles 
west of Kansas City. 
Early reports were heaviest 
throughout 
south-central and 
central Missouri. Some houses 
in that area reportedly swayed. 
Apparently the quake spread 
from a lightly populated area 
outward — to Chicago, Mem­ 
phis, Omaha and hundreds of 
other cities. 
Kisslinger said the quake was 
significant because this type of 
quake — felt over such a large 
area and with such intensity — 
is not common in the Midwest. 
However, the 
wide span is 
characteristic of Midwestern 
trem ors, Kisslinger said, and 
added that there was no reason 
to think more quakes might fol­ 
low.

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP)—A 92- 
year-old fisherman who said he 
was Ernest Hemingway's in­ 
spiration for the old man in the 
“ CHd Man and the Sea” arrived 
in exile today as brisk refugee 
traffic resumed after a two-day 
lull. 
More than 65 refugees reached 
the Florida Keys in seven boats 
during the early morning hours.

Into Oblivion 


HONOLULU 
AP — Blazing 
Ikeya-Seki, first comet in 83 
years bright enough to be seen 
in daylight, whipped around the 
sun today and headed back into 
oblivion. 
Astronomers here and on the 
American mainland watched the 
celestial spectacle across 93 
million miles of space. Its 80,- 
000-mile-diameter 
head was 
followed by a streaming 20- 
million-mlle tail. 
But its brilliance was mostly 
overpowered by the sun, wlilch 
it approached to within 300,000 
to 
800,000 miles. 
Not one 
observer 
aboard

jet plane saw the 
comet.

Demonstrations against the United States in­ 
volvement in the war in Viet Nam have been 
denounced by people in responsible positions 
from President Lyndon B. Johnson, members 
of Congress on down. 
The American people should support this 
position without reservation. 
Treason should not be permitted to put its 
roots down into fertile soil in this country. 
If protest marches, sit-ins and other forms of 
demonstrations are permitted to grow and spread 
in the United States, this country is headed 
for the chaos and lack of rule that characterized 
France in the days before Charles de Gaulle 
grabbed the reins and gave that nation a stable 
form of government. 
The way to nip the Communist supported dis­ 
orders is to deal firmly on an individual basis 
with any violations of law. Congress is proceed­ 
ing properly in refusing to enact a whole new 
bunch of laws to deal with the situation. Present 
laws are adequate. 
Draft authorities report that their work has 
not been hampered and that the morale of youth 
with whom they deal is good. Our troops in 
Viet Nam are distinguishing themselves with 
valor and only share the nation’s disgust at 
the demonstrations. 
But recent history of the United States has 
been to encourage them. 
The President is personally responsible for 
much of it. He has promised rewards for civil 
rights demonstrators and has used them to 
wangle laws out of Congress. 
Votes have been involved in the civil rights 
demonstrations. Apparently Johnson has con­ 
cluded that there are no ballot box benefits 
to be gained from encouraging protests against 
his Viet Nam war policy. 
It is interesting to note that leaders involved 
in both types of demonstrations have no respect 
for laws which they cannot accept in gooc 
conscience. 
Individual conscience suddenly has become g 
guide for conduct on which rests law and order. 
This is a system that will never work. It 
will produce only chaos. It will destroy our 
civilization. 
This must be a nation ruled by law and not by 
men and especially by men who answer only 
to the dictates of their own conscience. 
Few, if any, persons approve of all laws but 
all must obey them. 
Progress will not be made by marching in the 
streets, by seizing property or in preventing 
the flow of traffic as a means of protesting 
any injustice, imagined or real.

Dear Greenhouse; 
Put me down as saying that 
Joel Chandler Harris ranks with 
the best Southern w riters. 
A contemporary of his said he 
was the most modest of men; 
" , , .as shy as any of the four- 
footed friends to whom he intro­ 
duces to us in his stories." 
Mention his name today, and 
many people will not recognize 
it. On the other hand, speak of 
B rer Rabbit, B rer Fox, Tar 
Baby and Uncle Remus, and 
these same people will find the 
names familiar ones, indeed. 
(A w riter’s brainchildren often 
overshadow their creator.) 
At the turn of the century, 
there was not a more widely 
known or better loved man in 
the country than Joel Chandler 
H arris. As "Uncle Rem us," his 
name was as fam iliar in any 
part of the United States as 
Emerson, Whittier, Longfellow 
o r Holmes. Yet, I dare say, 
his most famous stories would 
be unsalable today; and the pen 
name by which he was known and 
loved would be frowned on by 
many editors and publishers. 
Fortunately, the time and the 
man came together opportunely, 
and our literature is richer for 
it. 
Joel Chandler H arris was bom 
in Putnam County, Ga., In 1848. 
One need not mention that he 
grew up on a farm, for his 
stories are alive with country 
sights and sounds and scents. 
One of his biographers said, 
"the remarkable fact connected 
with the history of Joel Chand­ 
ler H arris is that there is 
nothing remarkable about it." 
He was an ordinary boy, born 
in 
ordinary tim es, in 
an 
ordinary state. Yet. his praise 
today Is that he glorified the 
commonplace 
and made 
the 
ordinary resplendent. 
Few details are passed along 
about his childhood and youth 
(one presumes, they were ordi­ 
nary!) until he reached 12 years 
of age. At that time he saw 
and answered an advertisement 
in a country newspaper for ahoy 
who wished to learn the print­ 
e r's trade. 
The newspaper was published 
J a y a cultured but eccentric 
man wlto boasted that his was 
the only newspaper in the world 


published on a plantation. Har­ 
ris 
was accepted and 
was 
allowed the liberty of his em­ 
ployer’s library, a remarkably 
fine collection of books. In a 
few years he made himself ac­ 
quainted with the world’s best 
authors. 
As he learned the printer’s 
craft, he began to slip stories 
under a pen name into the 
lewspaper. From this begin­ 
ning, over the years, he rose 
progressively 
in 
newspaper 
work. 
While 
in Savannah, 
Harris 
m arried Miss La Rase 
of 
Canada, but soon after their 
marriage they moved to Atlanta 
to escape the scourage of yellow 
fever which threatened the for­ 
mer city. 
He 
obtained work on the 
editorial staff of The Constitu­ 
tion where his literary career 
may properly be said to have 
begun. 
His opportunity came when a 
colleague, who had been writing 
dialect articles, retired, and 
there was a demand for some­ 
thing to take their place. H arris 
decided to try a few dialect 
sketches, writing over the name 
of Uncle Remus, and the articles 
attracted Immediate attention. 
People found pleasure in read­ 
ing his appetizing editorials on 
water-grou id meal, pone bread, 
blue-stemmed collards and tur­ 
nip greens. And, years later, 
it was with genuine regret that 
the newspaper reading public 
learned that he would retire. 
But, H arris was not idle. From 
his pen came story after story, 
all bearing 
the unmistakable 
mark of genius, that other name 
for hard work. Not all of hts 
stories 
were 
"dialect"; al­ 
though it is on these that his 
fame will rest most securely. 
Joel Chandler Harris wrote 
with sureness, authority, real­ 
ism and truth. Had he done 
nothing more than create Uncle 
Remus and The Little Boy, his 
place in classic literature would 
be secure. 
He die<^ July, 1908, but every 
jot and tittle of his genius still 
lives.

districts in 16 Northern Califor­ 
nia counties. This initial Honey­ 
well computer installation is the 
first of 12 such centers to oper­ 
ate within the state. 
The computer will be used for 
vocational education by junior 
college students enrolled In a 
special 
advance 
computer 
class. They will learn pro­ 
gramming, 
use 
of machine 
languages and the actual oper­ 
ation of the computer. 
In addition to the junior col­ 
lege course a beginning com­ 
puter class at the high school 
level 
will be run 
on a test 
basis during the coming year 
to 
determine the feasibility of 
expanding computer course of­ 
ferings to the secondary school 
level. 
Nearly all work handled by the 
regional 
center the first year 
for the districts will be 
for 
high schools, with a few ele­ 
mentary schools contracting for 


attendance accounting and test 
scoring. 
Services offered will 
cover 
more 
than 100,000 
students. 
State education officials have 
cited several advantages of such 
a program. These include: re­

of expenses by com­ 
bining work of 
several dis* 
trlcts;

When Leonard Walsh of the 
District of Columbia was nom­ 
inated for a judgeship, people 
were Inclined to forgive some 
false testimony he gave just as 
the people of Massachusetts 
were inclined to forgive Teddy 
Kennedy's cheating at Harvard. 
Walsh had got involved in a hit- 
and-run driving accident, 
In 
which the U. S . Court of Appeals 
handed down a decision serious­ 
ly impugning his credibility. 


-W rote Chief Judge Lawrence 
Groner: "He (Walsh) falsely 
charged the act to another. 
This," added the judge, "was 
sufficient to justify the jury in 
rejecting the whole of his evi­ 
dence." 
Both the public and the Senate 
forgave the past. But Walsh, 
now elevated to the bench, has 
not make a good judge. He is 
nervous, edgy, inclined to be 
prejudiced. Beads of perspira­ 
tion come out on his fore­ 
head when he faces difficult 
decisions.

THE ART OF DEFAMING 
"E xtrem ist" 
is 
a popular 
word, but less overworked than 
in 1964. It continues to be an 
all - purpose label attached to 
any 
person or idea 
another 
wishes to defame. 
Used alone, "extrem e" and its 
derivatives are senseless for 
they denote a measurement, de­ 
gree or relation. The purpose 
in using a word in this way is 
to blur its meaning, to blotch, 
daub and muddy the meaning of 
a statement. By improperly us­ 
ing words, their clarity is de­ 
stroyed, 
making a smear of 
them. The purpose is to apply 
the sm ear word to a person, 
object or idea, to create 
an 
image that will be unattractive 
or offensive to others. 
As an example, in the 1930’s 
"Isolationism " was introduced. 
It was made to suggest some­ 
thing evil by proclaiming It the 
attitude of a person interested 
only in his own country, un-, 
concerned with the rest of the 
world. It was applied as a dis­ 
tasteful label to what was mere­ 
ly patriotism and national self­ 
interest. 
"P atriotism " and its meaning 
were 
replaced 
by 
"Isola­ 
tionism” . A word denoting prin­ 
ciple, honor and integrity thus 
became 
a word 
suggesting 
shame. 
Later, came "M cCarthyism". 
The word had no clear defini­ 
tion. It was used to suggest 
something terrible. Supposedly, 
"M cCarthyism" meant unjust 
a c c u s a t i o n s , persecutions, 
character assassinations 
of 
Innocent victims. Its real mean­ 
ing was "Anti-Communism". 
The term "M cCarthyism" was 
used to intimidate anyone ex­ 
posing 
communist activities. 
Denouncing communism was, 
and 
is, 
termed 
"Mc­ 
Carthyism’’. 
"E xtrem ism " is a label ap­ 
plied now to a person, group or 
idea advocating the individual’s 
right to use himself and his 
property as he chooses and the 
freedom of other individuals to 
do likewise. "Extrem ism ” has 
become the distasteful word to 
be applied 
to "Capitalism” .

New York: - Slowly, 
but 
with certainity, as though they 
had long been awaiting 
the 
strategic moment, a handflil of 
influential labor leaders 
are 
striding 
out of their philoso­ 
phical retreats, charging that 
the U. S. is fighting "a dirty 
w ar" in South Viet Nam. 
Amid their vocal volleys can 
be heard the re-echoing 
of 
propaganda that asserts the UJ». 
is fighting "another white man's 
war against colored people." 


Steadily, the outspoken lead­ 
ers of scores of thousands of 
unionists 
are weaving a bloc 
of 
laborlties 
into a skilled 
phalanx for an attack on AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
and his efforts to bolster 
the 
fighting 
forces 
in Southeast 
Asia. 
Some of the labor men actual­ 
ly call 
for 
cooperation or 
negotiations with the 
Viet 
Cong's 
National 
Liberation 
Front. 
Some of these labor leaders, 
and hundreds of their followers, 
were in the commingled Fifth 
Ave. peace parade here last 
Saturday. There is no doubt 
of this. 
For hours I covered every 
inch of the four blocks between 
95th Street and 92nd Street 
running 
from Fifth Ave. to 
Madison Ave. Then I marched 
and 
remarched 
the full pa­ 
rade route. 
On 94th Street there 
were 
contingents of the union which 
is 
organizing 
hospitals and 
drugstores — Local 1199. It 
was led by a stalwart mili­ 
tant, Moe Foner. With him, 
he told me later, were 150 
of his union's activists. Foner 
is executive secretary of the 
union. 
Ahead of them in the parade 
were the District 65 march­ 
ers. 
Their 
leader, 
Dave 
Livingston, now suffering from 
a hipailment, was not with them. 
It is he who is charging the 
U. S. with fighting a dirty war. 
It is his dynamic union which 
has in it the leaders of 
the 
Peace Action Committee (PAC). 
District 65 is the ideological 
core of left-wing labor today. 
It is the largest section of the 
retail, wholesale national union 
whose president, Max Green­ 
berg, has been battling District 
65's anti-Vlet Nam policies. 
Ahead of these contingents in 


the peace parade— the size of 
which has been padded in some 
reports like a Parisian dinner 
check — were some strange 
elements. There was, for ex­ 
ample, a Committee to Ald the 
National 
Liberation 
Front 
whose troops now are battling 
American soldiers. 
There were very many older 
folk — neatly dressed, well-dis­ 
ciplined, and easily formed into 
lines of eight 
— as in the old 
Communist May Day Parades. 
There 
were, indeed, many of 
the old, orthodox Communist 
milieu. Amongst them 
were 
w riters and editors of the old 
Daily Worker — now the Work­ 
er. 
There is positively no doubt 
they filled out the line. 
They 
helped the younger people and 
bolstered their enthusiasm. 
It must be said that there 
were 
sincere 
pacifists, and 
young college men who shrink 
from the thought of war. They 
were well-dressed. There were 
no beards. There were 
no 
kooks. 
But they strode behind grim 
hearses, a mangled American 
flag which had the stars re­ 
moved and 
replaced 
with 
replicas of bombs, and hacked- 
up dolls simulating 
injured 
children. 
TTiere 
were the self-avowed 
revolutionists of 
the Progres­ 
sive Labor Party and the now 
older revolutionists of yester­ 
year — the Trotskyites. By the 
thousands they handed out their 
costly "working class" litera­ 
ture. But the chap who had the 
formula for beating the draft 
sold his wares for a dime. 
Local 1199*s Mr. Foner told 
me later " . . . we were 
not 
there as a union. It was all 
very loose; I don't know who 
was 
In 
front. We 
were 
marching with trade unionists. 
We believe In a cease fire, stop 
the bombing and get together 
and end this thing. . ." 
Foner*s attitude is parallel 
to other such activists In the 
West Coast 
longshoremen's 
union, which goes in for passing 
resolutions and "peace" talks 
at stop work meetings; in the 
United Electrical Workers, in 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers — in 22 big union 
blocs in all. 
They look forward, most of 
them, to a national peace con­ 
ference called by these unions 
to whom Am erica's commit­ 
ment in South Viet Nam is a 
dirty war.

KANSAS C m ' (AP)—Gordon 
W, Warren, president of the 
Pulaski Bank of Richland, a 
town of 1,660 in the Missouri 
Ozarks, told UjS.Senate Investi­ 
gators how he stopped the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service from 
dipping into the accounts of two 
of his customers. 
The government process is 
called a "levy," and it's used 
to collect from taxpayers who 
have failed to pay up. Warren 
complained about it Wednesday 
at the final session of a three- 
day hearing held in Kansas City 
by a Senate investigating com­ 
mittee. 
In one case, Warren said, an 
IRS agent showed up with a 
levy for $2.35 on the account of 
a prominent Richland business­ 
man. Warren said he sent the 
agent across the street to the 
man's place of business, where 
he got his money. 
Warren said he paid from his 
own pocket a levy of $14.92 on 
the account of a farmer. He said 
he got his money back the next 
time the farmer came to town. 
But he couldn't stop the IRS 
from invoking a levy of $291.06 
‘ on the account of a small busi­ 
ness In Richland. Because it had 
only $170.65 in the bank, Warren 
had to freeze the account. It left 
his customer with two bouncing 
checks. Warren said he suggest­ 
ed the Internal Revenue agent 
go 600 feet down the street to 
talk to the man about it, but the 
agent refused. As it turned out, 
he said, the man didn't owe tile 
$291.06. 
"Maybe I'm a flag raiser,” 
Warren told the 
committee, 
"but these people down in my 
area don't oppose our fighting 
in Viet Nam or burn their draft 
cards. They 
deserve better 
treatment than that.” 
Sen. Edward V. Long, D-Mo., 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
responded: 
"There's nothing wrong with 
being a flag waver. Tills is just 
another example of how over­ 
zealous agents take their jobs 
too seriously and forget about 
people's feelings. Only a minor­ 
ity are guilty of this.” 
Warren reported an IRS agent 
once demanded to see the rec­ 
ords of a customer's account 
and threatened Warren with a 
$10,000 fine and imprisonment 
if he told the customer. War­ 
ren said he stuck to his policy 
of not permitting an inspection 
until the customer is notified 
and got confirmation from his 
lawyer that there is no 
law 
against this. 
The agent was identified as 
Roy Horn of St. Louis. Sal, 
Long said Horn was "one of the 
OCD boys,” assigned from the 
IRS when it and the FBI made 
a concerted drive on organized 
crim e (OCD) several years ago. 
Jack G. Nicholson, a Kansas 
City tax consultant, told the 
committee that only once in 27 
years has he had rough treat­ 
ment from the IRS. 
"I've talked to a lot of people 
who now think every agent con­ 
nected with the IRS is about as 
low as a person can get,” he 
said. "I don't believe this is the 
opinion these hearings should 
convey.” 
Sen. Long said the com mittee's 
purpose is to point out some of 
the over-zealous tactics of a 
small number of agents. 
One of the witnesses Wednes­ 
day was Noel Smith of Taylor, 
who 
described 
him self as 
an ordinary farmer but also told 
of buying $250,000 worth of con­ 
struction equipment entirely on 
credit and making a million dol­ 
lars in a year on contracting 
jobs as far away as Canada and 
Montana. 
He accused the IRS of falsi­ 
fying bank records, stealing his 
grain and wrecking his storage 
bins.

image for India, and harm its 
efforts to gain diplomatic sup­ 
port in the Asian-Afriean world. 
India's nuclear scientists are 
believed to have taken their 
techniques to the point where a 
final, inexpensive push could 
produce nuclear devices. 
One of India's leading in­ 
dustrialists, G. D .B irla, said at 
a meeting in Boml>ay Sunday 
that he had traveled recently in 
the United States and got the 
impression Washington had sent

Baptist Surmounted Many Difficulties 


to Build Present Church in Sikeston 


From the Sikeston Standard 
of Tuesday, July 2, 1935 
Difficulties 
attended 
th e 
growth of the Baptist church 
in Southeast Missouri. The first 
Baptist 
known to live per­ 
manently west of the Missis­ 
sippi river were Thomas Bull 
and his wife, and her mother, 
a Mrs. Lee, who moved in 179G 
to a place about a mile and a 
half south of Jackson. Then 
shortly before 1800, the Rev. 
Thomas 
Johnson, a Baptist 
clergyman who had been a mis­ 
sionary among the Cherokees 
in Georgia, performed what Is 
believed to be the first prot­ 
estant 
baptism 
administered 
west of the Mississippi. The 
service was held at Randoms 
creek while the Rev. Mr. John­ 
son was visiting friends. 
For a time Baptists became 
increasingly numerous and de­ 
vout. When it was organized, 
the Cape Girardeau association 
included 
Scott, 
Mississippi, 
Perry, 
and Cape Girardeau 
. counties. Among churches o r­ 
ganized during the early part 
of the nineteenth century were 
these: Pleasant Hill, in Scott 
county in 1828; Cypress in 1827, 
reorganized in 1847 and again 
in 1867, until it became known 
as the Diehlstadt church; Mount 
Moriah at Mathews’ Prairie in 
1830. 
Early in the century the church 
was very strict, and careless 
members were punished. Oth­ 
e rs 
were granted 
special 
privileges. In 1808 three mem­ 
bers were excluded for “ having 
Armenian views” 
and three 
years later one was discarded 
for joining a Masonic lodge. At 
a meeting in 1818 members 
resolved that Hannah Edwards 
be allowed to wear gold ear­ 
rings for the benefit of her 
health, and in 1820 they decided 
this problem: “ Church in con­ 
ference. Query: If a member 
is constrained to shout shall 
the 
church bear with 
it? 
Answer: Yes.” 
More grievous questions than 
these retarded the 
church’s 
growth, however. After pros­ 
pering until about 1837, mem­ 
bers soon found themselves be­ 
set by internal bickering. Since 
its organization, the Cape Gi­ 
rardeau association had been 
doing local missionary work 
without criticism , with now the 
growth of the missionary spirit 
and the agitation of the anti­ 
mission doctrine 
in 
other 
groups aided development of 
anti-m ission strength. In 1840, 
the strongest faction 
(anti­ 
mission) withdrew from the old 
group and formed the New Cape 
Girardeau 
Moriah, 
Pleasant 
Hill, and Little Association, 
which included Mt. River, com­ 
b i n e d t h e Oran church. 
Discovering they were not now 
strong, the regular Baptists 
soon allowed decay to fall upon 
their association. 
Differences were later settled 
satisfactorily, and as popula­ 
tion 
increased, churches in 
compact districts were 
dis­ 
missed from older organiza­ 
tions to form ones of their own. 
Expansion was retarded during 
the war between the states, and 
afterward, as was that of the 
Methodist church; and 
from 
1865 to 1867, the Baptist church 
had only one minister, John 
H. Clark, to serve twenty-nine 
churches. 
The Charleston 
association 
was formed in 1876 with four 
small churches and a member­ 
ship of 146. Eleven years later 
there were 656 members in 
eighteen churches: thirteen in 
Scott county; three in Mis­ 
sissippi; and two in New Mad­ 
rid. They were located at Ben­ 
ton, 
Bethany, Bethel, Diehl- 
stadt, Harmony, Hickory Grove, - and 
Hopewell, Little River, Morley, 
told 
Mount 
Moriah, 
New Provi­ 
dence, 
Oran, Pleasant Hill, 
Pleasant 
Valley, 
Savannah, 
Sikeston, Unity, and Zion. 
The growth of the church here 
was as seriously hampered as 
the district’s but for reasons 
vastly different. Early records 
of the Sikeston church have 
been destroyed, if they ever 
existed, 
and since 
original 
'm em bers here have died only 
the recollections of older resi­ 
dents may be set down. 
Although according to the cor­ 
nerstone on the present build­ 
ing, the Baptist church was first 
organized here in 1868, many 
are inclined to believe this is 
incorrect since during that year 
Mrs. Catherine Sikes Handy 
organized the first 
Sunday 
school here, prim arily Metho­ 
dist in demonination although 
any residents were welcome at 
services. 
The Baptist church was then 
probably not organized until at 
least 1878. Almost as soon as a 
congregation was formed and 
before 
the 
first 
Methodist 
Episcopal church—the frame 
building now used for the St. 
Francis Xavier church -- was 
dedicated, Baptist met in the 
church on alternating Sundays, 
when the Methodist minister 
was holding services at Ber­ 
trand, his other charge. 
In 1882, however, the Baptist 
were given a lot on South Kings- 
highway--their present one—by 
Mrs. Handy, and there they 
erected a one-story 
frame 
church. 
Misfortune attended 
their efforts, for in the fol­ 
lowing year, before it was fin­ 
ished, Hie building was leveled 
to the ground in a cyclone 
which also damaged Dr. E. J. 
Malone’s barn and a cabin be­ 
longing to M rs. Jennie Green. 
And although a second one- 
story building was erected on 
the lot the church almost com­ 


pletely 
disintegrated, chiefly 
because it was without a regular 
pastor. The Rev. Rubotton of 
Greenville some times drove 
here, but if weather was in­ 
clement he would not bridge 
the swamps to reach Sikeston. 
Thirty-seven years ago, when 
Mrs. George W. Chapman, then 
Mrs. 
Mary Lawrence, first 
came here, she discovered that 
members 
had scarcely any 
church services. With the help 
of the Rev. Mr. Jones, a Dexter 
m inister who had infrequently 
come here to preach without 
charge, Mrs. Chapman and her 
brothers James Jones, and the 
Rev. Finus Jones, organized a 
Sunday school. The enrollment 
was about twenty-five Jam es 
Jones was superintendent. Mrs. 
Chapman taught classes and 
helped from a chair. 
Soon afterward the late Rev. 
George W. Chapman came here. 
Immediately he began working 
to develop, the church, serving 
six months as pastor without 
charge before he became the 
church’s regular minister, a 
position he held two years. 
The congregation was small 
but enthusiastic. At one of the 
numerous cottage prayer serv­ 
ices held at homes, fifteen were 
converted, Mrs. Chapman re ­ 
members. Women of the church, 
including the late Mrs. Mattie 
McGIlsvary, a sister of Mrs. 
Chapman, formed a Ladies’ Aid 
Society, 
which did much to 
maintain the church and make 
possible its final successful 
growth. 
Often as few as twelve at­ 
tended church services in the 
beginning, but while the Rev. 
Mr. Chapman was pastor, mem­ 
bership increased to sixty. The 
sm all 
building had only one 
room at first, but later parti­ 
tions were placed within it for 
Sunday school classes. 
By about 1900 the building was 
rapidly collapsing. It leaned 
badly; the floors squeaked; and 
doors would scarcely shut. The 
roof was never entirely re ­ 
paired, older members recall, 
and if rain fell on Sundays 
services were necessarily dis­ 
banded because of water which 
seeped through numerous holes. 
Members were not discouraged 
however. Because they had no 
janitor, they helped one another 
build fires, clean the building, 
and care for the minister. Their 
religion was then more fervent 
and satisfying, they think, than 
now when obstacles are less 
great. 
C. D. Matthews* form er home, 
moved across South Kingshigh- 
way, was satisfactory for a par­ 
sonage, but the church building 
became so unsound that it was 
useless for services. So it was 
finally torn down in 1912. A 
basement was dug and a con­ 
crete 
foundation 
was con­ 
structed during the same year, 
in a place a little to one side 
of the former 
building, but 
members were unable to occupy 
a new church for until four years 
later. Meanwhile, the Rev. W. F. 
Carnet, who was pastor in 1912, 
preached to his congregation on 
the second floor of the city hall 
and in a room now occupied by 
The Standard. 
Other 
ministers served here 
afterward, it is believed, in­ 
cluding the Rev. Mr. Lowry and 
the Rev. Mr. Greenway, but 
“ the hole in the ground” , as 
the basement 
became to be 
known, remained intact until the 
arrival of the Rev. S. P. Brite. 
The Rev. Mr. Brite’s ambition 
for a new church was not easily 
fulfilled. Only discouragement 
attended his attempts to raise 
money for abuilding. Bricks for 
it were delivered and lay long 
on the ground. Still he preached 
sought funds. A story is 
that finally he spent all 
of one night on his knees pray­ 
ing for help. The following day 
a prominent parishioner, still 
living, told the m inister that he 
felt he should contribute. He 
gave about $1200 and the new 
structure was started. 
At a business meeting, June 23, 
1915, church members learned 
that sufficient guarantee had 
been given the contractor so 
that construction work could be 
started within a week. The Rev. 
B rite, and W. C. Bowman and 
J . A. Milem, deacons of the 
church, formed a building com­ 
mittee. The m inister set the 
first brick in place on July 20, 
1915, and later, some residents 
believe, Masons laid the cor­ 
nerstone. 
The church building -- the 
present one — was erected at a 
cost of $21,000 by the Concrete 
Tile & Construction Company of 
Sikeston and under the super­ 
vision of J. A. Young. Mem­ 
b ers first attended services in 
it on March 5, 1916, and par­ 
ticipated in dedication services 
which extended through the en­ 
tire week. 
After staying here until the 
church was completed the Rev. 
Mr. Brite moved away to accept 
another pastorate, but returned 
here in 1922 and remained until 
he left for Kansas in 1929. 
He was succeeded by Hie Rev. 
A. C. Rudloff, who was here 
from 1929 until 1921. The Rev. 
Leslie Garrison was m inister 
from that year until this spring, 
when the Rev. Verne Oglesby 
became pastor. 
The church now has a mem­ 
bership of 678, but few of those 
who belonged when the organi­ 
zation was hard pressed are 
still of the congregation. Among 
the men and women who attended 
services in the very early part 
of the twentieth century are Mr. 
and Mrs. E. E. Arthur, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. C. Bowman, Mr. 


and Mrs. G. H. Barger, Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Guy Carter, Alice 
Edmondson, Mrs. Olive Farris, 
W. S. Hollingsworth, Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Claud 
Johnson, Mrs. 
Nanny Key, Mrs. Tessie Lee, 
Mrs. Mattie McMullin, R. W. 
McGIlsvary, Mrs. Dave Reece, 
John B. Scillion, Mrs. Fannie 
Darby and Mrs. George Chap­ 
man. 
The church is still expanding. 
Remodeling work is beingdone, 
and plans are now being made 
for Hie construction of an edu­ 
cational 
building 
on South 
Kingshighway behind the church 
structure.

(AP)—Tile new 
com puter system in use at the 
Kansas City Weather Bureau 
will give forecasters quicker in­ 
form ation on potential tornado 
w eather, a study group was told 
Wednesday. 
Law rence Hughes of Kansas 
City, said the bureau is expand­ 
ing its com puter operations in 
November and December, part­ 
ly to increase use for the river 
forecast center. 
"T h irty minutes can be criti­ 
cal 
in tornado forecasting," 
Hughes told theAm erican Mete­ 
orological Society's symposium 
on severe local storm s 
and 
cloud physics* 
He said it takes up to an hour 
to get the forecast processed to 
the broadcast stations and over 
the air to the public. 
Hughes also delivered a report 
on tw ister frequency in the " to r­ 
nado alley " of Oklahoma. Tile 
report was prepared by Norman 
E. P ro sse r, of the Kansas City 
bureau. 
Statistics indicate a lull period 
during mid-day, preceded and 
followed by peaks of tornado oc­ 
currence. P rosser attempted to 
find out if this pattern moves 


into Kansas and N ebraska with 
seasonal changes of the Jet 
stream to Die north. But he con­ 
cluded that the pattern seem s 
to diminish, with tornadoes dis­ 
tributed more evenly through 
the season in the states farther 
north. 
H arry Geuse, a consulting me­ 
teorologist from Santa Rosa, 
C alif., said tornadoes a re likely 
to occur six or seven days after 
the birth of tile so-called "A " 
type weather pattern in the Pa­ 
cific northwest. 


"If, on the first day, one can 
identify the weather type, this 
should lie of great service to the 
forecasters so they can be on 
the a le rt," Geise said. 
Hughes said development of 
tornadoes out of such weather 
patterns is not a coincidence, 
but that Geise’s system is too 
sim ple. Such a broad, indefinite 
warning could actually cause a 
disservice to the public since 
tornadoes occur in only a few 
sm all areas, he said. 
"You certainly couldn't ask 
the public to stay in abasem ent 
for several days," Hughes said.

The total enrollment of resi­ 
dent students at the end of the 
first month of school was 3,- 
852 or 96 more than that at the 
end of the first month of school 
last year. We also have 105 
high school students, coming 
from neighboring schools, who 
are enrolled In the Tech-Trade 
program.

Classes for day school stu­ 
dents begin at 7:30 a.m. and 
there Is a continuous succes­ 
sion, day school and adult even­ 
ing classes, lasting until 10:30 
p.m. 


School will be dismissed at 
2:20 p.m. November 3rd in 
order that all faculty members 
may attend the annual 
meet­ 
ing of the M issouri State Teach­ 
ers Association In St. Louis 
on November 4th and 5th. 
The program of this profes­ 
sional meeting consists of gen­ 
eral 
sessions featuring na­ 
tionally known educators, busi­ 
ness and professional leaders 
and departmental sessions In 
which teachers In the various 
subject m atter fields and grade 
level areas meet to consider 
m atters dealing with their par­ 
ticular specialty. There are 
also exhibits of 
Instructional 
m aterials and equipment for 
observations and study by the 
teachers who attend. 
This annual meeting is held 
In St. Louis and Kansas City 
on alternate years. The Sikeston 
schools are dismissed 
only 
when it m eets In St. Louis.

It is becoming apparent that 
those who get employment in 
these days of technology and 
automation must have a reason­ 
ably high degree of knowledge 
and skill.

How­ 
ever, this alone Is not enough. 
If all today's teen-agers are to 
get jobs when they finish col­ 
lege or their trade-technical 
training, the U. S. economy 
must expand at a faster rate 
than it Is now doing. We must 
create 1.5 million Jobs a year 
to keep pace with the potential 
demand for Jobs. Currently only 
1.2 
million jobs are being 
created. 
Even though there are not 
enough jobs to go around at 
this rate this emphasizes even 
more the necessity for good 
education and good job train­ 
ing. The competition for the 
job Is going to be keener and 
those best fitted will be the 
ones who get them. The dis­ 
advantaged, 
the undertrained 


and the ignorant will be at the 
bottom of the heap. 


More and more the Federal 
government is participating In 
the financial support of educa­ 
tion. 
Money is available to 
improve certain programs. We 
think it is extremely Important 
that all those who have the say- 


so as to how this money Is to 
be spent do not use it just 
simply to perpetuate old prac­ 
tices in teaching or to do more 
of the same things we are do­ 
ing. It should be used to de­ 
velop Innovations, new ideas, 
better ways of teaching In order 
to prepare the coming genera­ 
tions for new responsibilities 
and the different tasks and Jobs 
that are going to face them 
tomorrow. 
The planning of this will take 
courage on the part of school 
boards, 
adm inistrators 
and 
teachers and understanding on 


the part of the public whom they 
serve. But it must be done lf 
we are to use this money wisely 
and effectively for real im­ 
provement in education.

Once Ritzy Newport 
Now Tourist Spot 


EDITOR'S 
NOTE 
— The 
queen of resorts, playground of 
the Social Register, the seaside 
community where a summer 
cottage means a 50-room man­ 
sion and a household brass 
cleaner cleans only brass-this 
has been Newport. But what's 
happened to the Vanderbilts and 
Astors and who are these jazz 
folk? The following tells what 
has happened to Newport.----- 


NEWPORT, RJ. (AP) — At 
the spot where John Jacob As­ 
tor anchored a luxurious yacht, 
tourists stand in tennis shoes. 
Weeds smother a nearby man­ 
sion. 
Weary, dirty dock workers 
frequent the Muenchinger King 
Hotel, once the vacation resort 
of presidents. 
The stable where 30 horses 
slept under linen sheets is dis- 
mantled and Hie Breakers, 70- 
room Vanderbilt mansion, is on 
display for $1.75 ahead. 
These are signposts of a de­ 
caying chapter in American life, 
the requiem of magnificent mid­ 
night balls where 1,000 dancers 
waltzed on the lawns and jew­ 
eled ladies swept down red-car­ 
peted staircases into the arms 
of noblemen, millionaires and 
kings. 
This was the glittering age of 
elegance, the 90-f0ot yachts with 
Persian rugs, the afternoon car­ 
riage rides down Bellevue Ave­ 
nue past 
great 
stone "cot­ 
tages," the awesome summer 
palaces of the barons of in­ 
dustry and finance. 
Hits was a $200,000 dinner 
party, 50 servants a household, 
the building of an $11-million 
cottage called Marble House 
and 200 Italian workmen im­ 
ported for the job. 
This was before taxes. 
Efforts still are being made to 
cling to the old way of life, to 
opulence and elegance and to 
the gilded age of grandeur. 
Merrell Kerby Saunders rides 
in a white Rolls-Royce, a televi­ 
sion antenna swinging on top. 
He has residences in New York, 
Newport and an estate with two 
dozen bathrooms in Mendham, 
N J . 
His ancestors founded 
Saunderstown, RJ. 
"Quick, Collins,” says Saun­ 
ders to his chauffeur, "to the 
Reading Room.” Saunders leans 
back into the leather seat, ad­ 
justs a blue silk tie and ex­ 
plains: 
"The Reading 
Room, 
you 
know, is the oldest men's club in 
America. I wouldn't think of not 
going by for half an hour before 
dinner. Everyone does.” 
Hie Reading Room is a mod­ 
est clapboard building built in 
1854 and boasts some of the old- 
est flush toilets in the United 
States. Saunders says "It's the 
image that counts here.” 
The grande dame of Newport 
is Mrs. Louis Brugiere, a petite 
90-ish widow, the former Mrs. 
James Laurens Van Allen. Her 
mansion, Wakehurst, is a dupli­ 
cate of an English castle and is 
run with 20 servants as it was in 
the 1890s. 
Mrs. Brugiere is known as the 
most "Proper” member of so­ 
ciety. 
Guests are not admitted to 
dinner, be it for two or 90, un­ 
less men wear black tie and 
women long evening gowns. A 
hand-written menu, in French, 
is at every place setting. 
In her household, a brass 
cleaner is said to clean only 
brass. 
This season's last lavish affair 
was a debutante ball put on by 
New Yorkers. A candlelight din- 
ner and dance was held at The 
Elms, summer home of Phila­ 
delphia 
coal magnate Edwin 
Berwind, now owned by the 
Newport Preservation Society. 
Two hundred, mostly out-of- 
towners, drank champagne on 
the terrace, strolled through 
sunken 
gardens, and danced 
into the morning. Enough New­ 
porters appeared to lend an air 
of authenticity. Most left before 
the dance was over. 


It's a losing battle, however. 
Newport's old grandeur is 
being chipped away by modern 
society: by curiosity seekers at 
the deb ball hovering around 
gates outside, by dowdy spin­ 
sters who drink beer at the 
Muenchinger King, by young 
aristocrats 
bunking 
on 
the 
beach with dates. 


Like a fickle woman,Newport 
is 
half-stately, 
half-bawdy. 
There 
are narrow, winding 
streets cluttered with 18th cen­ 
tury gambrel roofed homes— 
streets once rustling with Colo­ 
nial skirts, now shambles. 
There are loud bars where 
teen-agers gather to drink and 
twist. And half a mile away, 
there are carefully manicured 
gardens and two matrons hav­ 
ing tea. 
The 
annual 
jazz festival, 
started in 1954, has brought 
pleas, protests and howls of an­ 
ger ever since from summer 
residents. In 1960, beer-happy 


Jazz - crazy teen-agers rioted 
and hundreds were arrested. 
On summer weekends, the 
streets of the old town and 
Ocean Drive are clogged with 
cars of 100,000 tourists. Cam­ 
era enthusiasts scramble over 
the rocky seaside angling for 
good shots of the big homes. 
Scavengers seek out deserted 
mansions. 
More people are coming. The 
Jamestown to Newport ferry, a 
landmark since Colonial days, 
will be replaced in the next five 
years with a bridge, enabling 
motorists 
to 
swing through 
Newport 
without 
waiting 
an 
hour to cross Narragansett Bay. 
A government urban renewal 
project is on tap for the old 
waterfront. 
The 
Newport Preservation 
Society is taking over old man­ 
sions, opening them to public 
view and using the money to 


pour back into preservation. 
A private group called Opera­ 
tion Clapboard is promoting pri­ 
vate investment in 200-year-old 
clapboard houses, a renovation 
it hopes can transform lower 
Newport in a quaint residential 
neighborbood.

Rome And The 
American Labor Union 


By Rev. John E. Coogan, S.J. 


QUESTION: It is of interest 
to all of us, I am sure, to hear 
what so notable a body of the 
hierarchy — with the approval 
of Rome — thinks of secular 
unionism. Will you give us the 
gist of their opinion? 
Here is a verbatim statement 
of the core material referring 
to secular unionism: “ The mass 
of the workers receive their ed. 
ucation almost insensibly from 
the association to which 
they 
belong. ITre spirit, the vigour 
which pervades the organized 
unit proceeds from the mind and 
the heart of the leaders. That 
vigour reaches afterwards all 
the members and conveys to 
them a particular concept of 
social life and 
professional 
relations. Hence the association 
is formative. It will be such in 
a Christian way, if it expressly 
adheres, in its very constitu­ 
tions, to the social principles 


of Christianity, and if the lead­ 
ers who shape its action 
are 
capable, through their living 
faith in the authority of Christ 
and the Church, of submitting 
their consciences as leaders 
to those principles. Otherwise 
the 
association will lead the 
worker astray to materialism; 
it will imbue him with a false 
concept of life eventually made 
known by harsh claims, unjust 
methods, and the omission of 
the collaboration necessary to 
the common 
good." Notice, 
then, 
that the 
criticism 
of 
unionism other than thorough­ 
ly Christian is all-inclusive. 
It cannot possibly be evaded by 
our 
own 
secular 
interna­ 
tional unions. 
QUESTION: You have indi­ 
cated that all the popes who 
wrote encyclicals on labor made 
it clear that secular unions are 
not positively approved. And 


you have quoted a very severe 
warning — Rome-approved — 
from the Quebec hierarchy re­ 
garding the harmful formative 
influence of any unionism other 
than 
thoroughly 
Christian. 
Could you point out the harm 
that our own unions have been 
doing? 
Remember that the question 
at issue is not whether our 
unions do any good, or whether 
the 
preponderance 
of effect 
from them is helpful. The ques­ 
tion is as to whether they pro­ 
duce 
effects 
that 
are so 
demoralizing that they should 
not be allowed to compel mem­ 
bership. My thesis here, re­ 
member, is that “ Americans 
must have the right but not 
be 
compelled 
to Join 
labor 
unions." Remember, too, that 
the Joint Pastoral said any 
union 
other 
than thoroughly 
Christian “ will lead the work­ 
er astray to materialism ; it 
will imbue him with a false con­ 
cept of life eventually made 
known by harsh claim s, unjust 
methods, and the omission of 
the collaboration necessary to 
the common good." In 
sub­ 
stantiation of that warning, our 
unions — from their very na­ 
ture — have no objective moral 
standard. 
As 
Will Herberg, 
Jewish economist and friend of 
the unions, has frankly 
de­ 
clared, “ Tile lack of a labor 
conscience. . .is, in a sense, 
the basic problem of American 
trade unionism. . .Hie problem 
(is one) of ‘double morality,* 
one ethic for private life and 
another for the organization 
involved."

R . V ersace of B altim ore, Md., 
was a soldier who dream ed of 
being a Maryknoll m issionary. 
He was captured by the Viet 
Cong, held captive alm ost two 
years, and then executed. This 
recollection of Capt. V ersace 
was w ritten by Horst F aas, the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning AP pho­ 
tographer, for the L edger-Star 
of Norfolk, Va., where V ersace 
once lived.

When I met Capt. Humbert R. 
V ersace for the first tim e, in 
1963, it was in a hot, sticky 
room in the small ui>. com­ 
pound in Camau, where a hand­ 
ful of Am erican advisers spent 
their 
night, 
surrounded 
by 
barbed wire and protected by a 
few Vietnamese m ilitiam en. 
I had come back late in the 
evening from a m ilitary opera­ 
tion with Vietnamese troops and 
V ersace was my host. My uni­ 
form was muddy and wet. 
V ersace had given me some 
of his dry underwear. 
W ater from a monsoon down­ 
pour was dripping down the 
walls and Versace and I tried to 
beat off the swarm s of mosqui­ 
tos. 
V ersace had lived like this for 
m ore than a year. 
He appeared to me to be like 
som e of the m issionaries I had 
met in the Congo. A fam ily pho­ 
to and an assortm ent of books 
w ere on a table, all wrapped in 
plastic to keep them from f ill­ 
ing apart in the dripping wet 
humidity. I noticed the Bible, 
Mao Tse-tung's w ritings 
in 
pocket-book form , and a Viet­ 
nam ese eidition of G iap's “ Peo­ 
p le's W ar," the classic on guer­ 
rilla w arfare. 
V ersace was looking just like 
many of the young Am erican 
captains and lieutenants in that 
year of 1963 who tried with all 
courage and sincerity to do the 
best 
in their jobs 
as “ ad­ 
v is e rs ." 
Like all of them , he had this 
fresh, youthful, open approach 
and 
optim ism . 
But 
V ersace 
seem ed more sincere, m ore of a 
thinker than a soldier. I do not 
rem em ber him joking or laugh­ 
ing during the many hours of 
talk we had this night in Octo­ 
ber 1963. 
V ersace had served for a year 
as intelligence officer for the 
M ilitary Advisory and A ssist­ 
ance Group in Camau Province. 
He 
cam e 
from 
a 
language 
school. After a year, the Viet­ 
nam ese paid him the compli­ 
ment of not only speaking to 
him in Vietnamese, but in the 
southern dialect. 
Camau Peninsula, and espe­ 
cially the area where V ersace 
worked, the Xuyen Province, 
was then and still is one of the 
w orst Viet Cong are as in Viet 
Nam . 
In 
this province, the 
A m erican soldier was definitely 
not welcome, Vietnamese sol­ 
d iers were reluctant to take 
A m ericans along because they 
knew the presence of an A m eri­ 
can made them , too, a m ore 
desirable target tor the Viet 
Cong. 


Viet Cong brutality and te rro r 
w ere at their worst here against 
the few people who still sup­ 
ported the Saigon government. 
Versace had seen h o rro rs ev­ 
ery day during his year of duty. 
But he did not seem to have any 
hate against the m erciless ene­ 
my. He explained to me that our 
secret weapon should be to un­ 
derstand the Viet Cong, to try to 
find out his motives and learn 
his way of thinking — to explain 
our ideas to him so that he 
could understand us in his lan­ 
guage and in the twisted term s 
of his indoctrinated mind. 
He said he did his best to 
teach his Vietnamese friends to 
kill and stay alive. But he 
thought that his m ission as an 
adviser was also to understand 
both friend and foe. 
V ersace 
seemed convinced 
that the m ajority of the Viet 
Cong followers were m isled by 
false ideals. His great idea was 
to make the V ietnam ese aware 
that A m ericans in Viet Nam 
were not there to kill off half of 
the South Vietnam ese people 
because they erroneously fol­ 
lowed ideals that w ere m isinter­ 
preted by the Com m unists. 


He wanted A m ericans to 
be 
examples of a soldier-m ission­ 
ary who brings an end finally to 
the seem ingly endless killing 
with the power of a new ideal. 
He did not believe in carry­ 
ing a weapon on operations ex­ 
cept for a hidden pistol. He 
wanted to show the oppressed 
people in Camau that he came 
to 
them with the Vietnamese 
troops to tell them about the 
better life he offered. 
V ie t n a m e s e s o l d i e r s lo o k ed at 
h im 
in s u r p r i s e 
and m ilita r y 
m e n w o r k in g w ith h im did not 


a p p r o v e . 
Two days la te r, we flew to a 
Special F o r c e s outpost, a heavi­ 
ly fortified camp along a canal 
- triangular with bunkers and 
barbed w ire. There were 400 
rough-tough Vietnamese mili­ 
tiam en and 12 American Spe­ 
cial F orces men. 
V ersace went there to talk to 
prisoners. One of the prisoners 
was hanged on a tree near the 
camp as an example to the Viet 
Cong and hostile people living 
opposite the cam p and alongthe 
canal. 
I went to this post of Thanh 
Phy to accompany a patrol. The 
patrol went out in the morning. 
V ersace went with the first-the 
lead company. Some three kil­ 
om eters from the camp, the pa­ 
trol was ambushed. 
The form ation, moving along 
a slippery canal bank, over­ 
grown with jungle, broke 
up. 
Some 50 soldiers died, about IOO 
were 
wounded 
or 
missing. 
Three 
A m ericans, 
including 
V ersace, w ere missing. One 
Vietnam ese went back and said 
that he saw V ersace wounded 
and bloodied in the head, but 
firing. He said the Viet Cong 
jumped on him and took him 
away. 
The next day the Viet Cong 
spread rum ors about the pres­ 
ence of their prisoners. Gov­ 
ernm ent troops heard reports 
that V ersace 
and the others 
were seen to the North, and then 
to the South, of the ambush site. 
The Viet Cong deliberately con­ 
fused our rescue mission. 
For two days, some 40 heli­ 
copters and a battalion of troops 
checked out the reports. They 
took casualties. Reports about 
the A m erican prisoners were 
m ore and m ore confusing. 
On Oct. 31, the rescue opera­ 
tion was suddenly terminated. 
The troops were called back. 
The 
coup 
d'etat 
against the 
Diem 
governm ent had begun. 
Diem was overthrown and killed 
Nov. I, 1963. The troops never 


trie d a rescue again. 
There were frequent reports 
about V ersace all around the 
delta. He was seen led through 
villages with a rope around his 
neck, on exhibition for the vil­ 
la g ers. 
He was seen on his knees, 
forced to speak slogans. 
One report I saw said that he 
w as in te ars when a Vietnamese 
woman gave him a piece 
of 
chicken. 
V ersace 
must 
have lived 
through hell, because he lived 
two years in an area bombed 
daily by American planes as a 
free bombing zone. 
A few weeks ago, Vietnamese 
officers 
told 
me they had 
learned that he lived in a cage 
in the swampy U Minh head­ 
q u a rte rs of delta units of the 
Viet Cong. 
Then the paper Nhan Dan, in 
Hanoi, 
North Viet Nam, r e ­ 
ported that he had been put to 
death.

ST. LOUIS, Mo. AP - An 
earthquake rumbled across the 
Midwest 
Wednesday night, 
shaking at least eight states. 
No Injuries or serious damage 
were reported. 
The quake started at 9:01 
p.m. and lasted for 14 minutes 
on the seismograph at St.Louis 
University. 
Residents of Kansas, 
Mis­ 
souri, 
Arkansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Kentucky 
and 
Tennessee felt it only for a 
few seconds. 
Dr. Carl Kisslinger, chair­ 
man of the geophysics depart­ 
ment at St. Louis University, 
said the quake was recorded at 
between 4.5 and 5 on 
the 
Richter scale. The disastrous 
Alaskan earthquake 
of 1964 
hit 8.4 on the scale. 
"There's no doubt about it," 
said Kisslinger, "it was an 
earthquake, and it was a signifi­ 
cant earthquake for this part of 
the world. If the center had 
been under a city, there would 
have been a lot of damage." 
Kisslinger said the quake cen­ 
tered about 260 miles west of St. 
Louis, near the Kansas-Mis- 
souri border. But Dr. James 
Peoples, of the seismograph 
station at the University 
of 
Kansas, said the quake occurred 
within a 300-mile radius of the 
Lawrence campus, 35 miles 
west of Kansas City. 
Early reports were heaviest 
throughout 
south-central and 
central Missouri. Some houses 
in that area reportedly swayed. 
Apparently the quake spread 
from a lightly populated area 
outward — to Chicago, Mem­ 
phis, Omaha and hundreds of 
other cities. 
Kisslinger said the quake was 
significant because this type of 
quake — felt over such a large 
area and with such intensity — 
is not common in the Midwest. 
However, the wide span is 
characteristic of Midwestern 
tremors, Kisslinger said, and 
added that there was no reason 
to think more quakes might fol­ 
low.

Demonstrations against the United States in­ 
volvement in the war in Viet Nam have been 
denounced by people in responsible positions 
from President Lyndon B. Johnson, members 
of Congress on down. 
The American people should support this 
position without reservation.

If protest marches, sit-ins and other forms of

Dear Greenhouse; 
Put me down as saying that 
Joel Chandler Harris ranks with 
the best Southern writers. 
A contemporary of his said he 
was the most modest of men; 
“ . . .as shy as any of the four- 
footed friends to whom he intro­ 
duces to us in his stories.” 
Mention his name today, and 
many people will not recognize 
it. On the other hand, speak of 
B rer Rabbit, Brer Fox, Tar 
Baby and Uncle Remus, and 
these same people will find the 
names familiar ones, indeed. 
(A w riter’s brainchildren often 
overshadow their creator.) 
At the turn of the century, 
there was not a more widely 
known or better loved man in 
the country than Joel Chandler 
H arris. As “ Uncle Remus,” his 
name was as familiar in any 
part of the United States as 
Emerson, Whittier, Longfellow 
or Holmes. Yet, I dare say, 
his most famous stories would 
be unsalable today; and the pen 
name by which he was known and 
loved would be frowned on by 
many editors and publishers. 
Fortunately, the time and the 
man came together opportunely, 
and our literature is richer for 
it. 
Joel Chandler Harris was born 
in Putnam County, Ga., in 1848. 
One need not mention that he 
grew up on a farm, for his 
stories are alive with country 
sights and sounds and scents. 
One of his biographers said, 
“ the remarkable fact connected 
with the history of Joel Chand­ 
ler H arris is that there is 
nothing remarkable about it.” 
He was an ordinary boy, born 
in 
ordinary times, in 
an 
ordinary state. Yet. his praise 
today is that he glorified the 
commonplace 
and made 
the 
ordinary resplendent. 
Few details are passed along 
about his childhood and youth 
(one presumes, they were ordi­ 
nary!) until he reached 12 years 
of age. At that time he saw 
and answered an advertisement 
in a country newspaper for a boy 
who wished to learn the print­ 
er’s trade. 
The newspaper was published 
•by a cultured but eccentric 
man who boasted that his was 
the only newspaper in the world 


published on a plantation. Har­ 
ris 
was accepted and 
was 
allowed the liberty of his em­ 
ployer’s library, a remarkably 
fine collection of books. In a 
few years he made himself ac­ 
quainted with the world’s best 
authors. 
As he learned the printer’s 
craft, he began to slip stories 
under a pen name into the 
lewspaper. From this begin- 
ling, over the years, he rose 
progressively 
in 
newspaper 
work. 
While 
in Savannah, 
H arris 
m arried Miss La Rose 
of 
Canada, but soon after their 
marriage they moved to Atlanta 
to escape the scourage of yellow 
fever which threatened the for­ 
mer city. 
He 
obtained work on the 
editorial staff of The Constitu­ 
tion where his literary career 
may properly be said to have 
begun. 
His opportunity came when a 
colleague, wlw had been writing 
dialect articles, retired, and 
there was a demand for some­ 
thing to take their place. H arris 
decided to try a few dialect 
sketches, writing over the name 
of Uncle Remus, and the articles 
attracted immediate attention. 
People found pleasure in read­ 
ing his appetizing editorials on 
water-grouid meal, pone bread, 
blue-stemmed collards and tur­ 
nip greens. And, years later, 
it was with genuine regret that 
the newspaper reading public 
learned that he would retire. 
But, Harris was not idle. From 
his pen came story after story, 
all bearing the unmistakable 
mark of genius, that other name 
for hard work. Not all of his 
stories 
were 
“ dialect” ; al­ 
though it is on these that his 
fame will rest most securely. 
Joel Chandler H arris wrote 
with sureness, authority, real­ 
ism and truth. Had he done 
nothing more than create Uncle 
Remus and The Little Boy, his 
place in classic literature would 
be secure. 
He died, July, 1908, but every 
jot and tittle of his genius still 
lives.

te r, complete personnel s e r­ 
vices will be offered to 44 school 
districts in 16 Northern Califor­ 
nia counties. This initial Honey­ 
well computer installation is the 
first of 12 such centers to oper­ 
ate within the state. 
The computer will be used for 
vocational education by junior 
college students enrolled in a 
special 
advance 
computer 
class. They will learn pro­ 
gramming, 
use 
of machine 
languages and the actual oper­ 
ation of the computer. 
In addition to the junior col­ 
lege course a beginning com­ 
puter class at the high school 
level 
will be run on a test 
basis during the coming year 
to 
determine the feasibility of 
expanding computer course of­ 
ferings to the secondary school 
level. 
Nearly all work handled by the 
regional 
center the first year 
for the districts will be 
for 
high schools, with a few ele­ 
mentary schools contracting for 


attendance accounting and test 
scoring. Services offered will 
cover 
more 
than 100,000 
students. 
State education officials have 
cited several advantages of such 
a program. These Include: r e ­ 
duction of expenses by com­ 
bining work of 
several dis­ 
tricts; 
experience, develop 
ments, and Improvements can 
be applied to a larger number of 
schools; a higher degree of staff 
competency, and a greater uni­ 
formity of procedures.

“Extrem ist” 
is 
a popular 
word, but less overworked than 
in 1964. It continues to be an 
all - purpose label attached to 
any 
person or idea 
another 
wishes to defame. 
Used alone, “ extreme” and its 
derivatives are senseless for 
they denote a measurement, de­ 
gree or relation. The purpose 
in using a word in this way is 
to blur its meaning, to blotch, 
daub and muddy the meaning of 
a statement. By improperly us­ 
ing words, their clarity is de­ 
stroyed, 
making a sm ear of 
them. The purpose is to apply 
the sm ear word to a person, 
object or idea, to create 
an 
image that will be unattractive 
or offensive to others. 
As an example, in the 1930’s 
“ Isolationism” was introduced. 
It was made to suggest some­ 
thing evil by proclaiming it the 
attitude of a person Interested 
only in his own country, un-.

It was applied as a dis­ 
tasteful label to what was mere­ 
ly patriotism and national self- 
interest. 
“ Patriotism ” and its meaning 
were 
replaced 
by 
“ Isola­ 
tionism” . A word denoting prin­ 
ciple, honor and integrity thus 
became 
a word 
suggesting 
shame. 
Later, came “ McCarthyism” . 
The word had no clear defini­ 
tion. It was used to suggest 
something terrible. Supposedly, 
“ McCarthyism” meant unjust 
a c c u s a t i o n s , persecutions, 
character assassinations 
of 
Innocent victims. Its real mean­ 
ing was “ Anti-Communism” . 
The term “ McCarthyism” was 
used to intimidate anyone ex­ 
posing 
communist activities. 
Denouncing communism was, 
and 
is, 
termed 
“ Mc­ 
Carthyism” . 
“Extrem ism ” is a label ap­ 
plied now to a person, group or 
idea advocating the individual’s 
right to use himself and his 
property as he chooses and the 
freedom of other individuals to 
do likewise. “ Extremism” has 
become the distasteful word to 
be applied 
to “ Capitalism” .

war against colored people.” 


Steadily, the outspoken lead­ 
ers of scores of thousands of 
unionists 
are weaving a bloc 
of 
laborities 
into a skilled 
phalanx for an attack on AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
and his efforts to bolster 
the 
fighting 
forces 
in Southeast 
Asia. 
Some of the labor men actual­ 
ly 
call 
for 
cooperation 
or 
negotiations with the 
Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front. 
Some of these labor leaders, 
and hundreds of their followers, 
were in the commingled Fifth 
Ave. peace parade here last 
Saturday. There is no doubt 
of this. 
For hours I covered every 
inch of the four blocks between 
95th Street and 92nd Street 
running 
from Fifth Ave. to 
Madison Ave. Then I marched 
and 
remarched 
the full pa­ 
rade route. 
On 94th Street there 
were 
contingents of the union which 
is 
organizing 
hospitals and 
drugstores - Local 1199. It 
was led by a stalwart mili­ 
tant, Moe Foner. With him, 
he told me later, were 150 
of his union's activists. Foner 
is executive secretary of the 
union. 
Ahead of them in the parade 
were the D istrict 65 march­ 
ers. 
Their 
leader, 
Dave 
Livingston, now suffering from 
a hip ailment, was not with them. 
It is he who is charging the 
U. S. with fighting a dirty war. 
It is his dynamic union which 
has in it the leaders of 
the 
Peace Action Committee (PAC). 
District 65 is the Ideological 
core of left-wing labor today. 
It is the largest section of the 
retail, wholesale national union 
whose president, Max Green­ 
berg, has been battling District 
65's antl-Viet Nam policies. 
Ahead of these contingents in 


the peace parade— the size of 
which has been padded in some 
reports like a Parisian dinner 
check — were some strange 
elements. TTiere was, for ex­ 
ample, a Committee to Aid the 
National 
Liberation 
Front 
whose troops now are battling 
American soldiers. 
There were very many older 
folk - neatly dressed, well-dis­ 
ciplined, and easily formed into 
lines of eight 
- as in the old 
Communist May Day Parades. 
There were, indeed, many of 
the old, orthodox Communist 
milieu. Amongst them 
were 
w riters and editors of the old 
Daily Worker — now the Work­ 
er. 
There is positively no doubt 
they filled out the line. 
They 
helped the younger people and 
bolstered their enthusiasm. 
It must be said that there 
were 
sincere 
pacifists, and 
young college men who shrink 
from the thought of war. They 
were well-dressed. There were 
no beards. There were 
no 
kooks. 
But they strode behind grim 
hearses, a mangled American 
flag which had the stars re­ 
moved and 
replaced 
with 
replicas of bombs, and hacked- 
up dolls simulating Injured 
children. 
TTiere 
were the self-avowed 
revolutionists of 
the Progres­ 
sive Labor Party and the now 
older revolutionists of yester­ 
year - the Trotskyites. By the 
thousands they handed out their 
costly “ working class” litera­ 
ture. But the chap who had the 
formula for beating the draft 
sold his wares for a dime. 
Local 1199*s Mr. Foner told 
me later ” . . . we were 
not 
there as a union. It was all 
very loose; I don’t know who 
was 
in 
front. We 
were 
marching with trade unionists. 
We believe in a cease fire, stop 
the bombing and get together 
and end this thing. . .” 
Foner*s attitude is parallel 
to other such activists in the 
West Coast 
longshoremen’s 
union, which goes in for passing 
resolutions and “ peace" talks 
at stop work meetings; in the 
United Electrical W orkers, in 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers - in 22 big union 
blocs in all. 
They look forward, most of 
them, to a national peace con­ 
ference called by these unions 
to whom America’s commit­ 
ment in South Viet Nam is a 
dirty war.

Memorial Hospital in Orlando, 
Fla. of a brain hemmorrhage 
five days after collapsing in a 
huddle during a game at Mel­ 
bourne. 
Coach John Gaines said films 
of the game showed no blows 
which could have caused Wor­ 
tham’s injury. The youngster 
was his team’s leading scorer. 
Pitts, a 160-pound senior,fell 
to the ground unconscious after 
blocking a defensive player in a 
game against Galena Friday 
night. The youngster never re­ 
gained consciousness and died 
at St. Clare Hospital In Monroe, 
Wis. 


Pitts suffered what was de­ 
scribed as a mild concussion 
Sept. 24 in a game against the 
sophomore squad of Rockford 
East High School. He was re­ 
leased from a hospital after a 
four-day stay. 
A week before Pitts was in­ 
jured, Dr. Frank P.Smith, clin­ 
ical associate professor and 
chairman of the division of neu­ 
rological surgery at the Univer­ 
sity of Rochester, told a confer­ 
ence of 200 high school coaches, 
trainers 
and adm inistrators 
that a plaver who continue* in a 
game after a bruising tackle or 
block is a candidate for a fatal 
injury. 
“ We know from experience 
that it is the groggy player who 
is most likely to be killed,” Dr. 
Smith said. 
He urged the coaches not to 
accept the players’ word that he 
is “ okay” after an injury. 
There were 45 football deaths 
across the country last year, 34 
in 19C3 and 26 in 1962.

Warren said he sent the 
agent across the street to the 
man’s place of business, where 
he got his money. 
Warren said he paid from his 
own pocket a levy of $14.92 on 
the account of a farmer. He said 
he got his money back the next 
time the fcrmer came to town. 
But he couldn’t stop the IRS 
from invoking a levy of $291.06 
" on the account of a small busi­ 
ness in Richland. Because it had 
only $170.65 in the bank, Warren 
had to freeze the account. It left 
his customer with two bouncing 
checks. Warren said he suggest­ 
ed the Internal Revenue agent 
go 600 feet down the street to 
talk to the man about it, but the 
agent refused. As it turned out, 
he said, the man didn't owe the 
$291.06. 
"Maybe I’m a flag raiser,” 
Warren told the 
committee, 
"but these people down in my 
area don't oppose our fighting 
in Viet Nam or burn their draft 
cards. They 
deserve better 
treatment than that." 
Sen. Edward V. Long, D-Mo., 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
responded: 
"There's nothing wrong with 
being a flag waver. This is just 
another example of how over- 
zealous agents take their jobs 
too seriously and forget about 
people's feelings. Only a minor­ 
ity are guilty of this.” 
Warren reported an IRS agent 
once demanded to see the rec­ 
ords of a customer's account 
and threatened Warren with a 
$10,000 fine and imprisonment 
if he told the customer. War­ 
ren said he stuck to his policy 
of not permitting an inspection 
until the customer is notified 
and got confirmation from his 
lawyer that there is no 
law 
against this. 
The agent was identified as 
Roy Horn of St. Louis. Sen. 
Long said Horn was "one ofttva 
OCD boys," assigned from the 
IRS when it and the FBI made 
a concerted drive on organized 
crim e (OCD) several years ago. 
Jack G. Nicholson, a Kansas 
City tax consultant, told the 
committee that only once in 27 
years has he had rough treat­ 
ment from the IRS. 
"I've talked to a lot of people 
who now think every agent con­ 
nected with the IRS is about as 
low as a person can get,” he 
said. "I don’t believe this is the 
opinion these hearings should 
convey." 
Sen. Long said the committee's 
purpose is to point out some of 
the over-zealous tactics of a 
small number of agents. 
One of the witnesses Wednes­ 
day was Noel Smith of Taylor, 
who 
described 
himself as 
an ordinary firm er but also told 
of buying $250,000 worth of con­ 
struction equipment entirely on 
credit and making a million dol­ 
lars in a year 011 contracting 
jobs as far away as Canada and 
Montana. 
He accused the IRS of falsi­ 
fying bank records, stealing his 
grain and wrecking his storage 
bins. The IRS once had a $570,- 
000 
jeopardy 
assessm ent 
against 
him 
when it 
con­ 
templated charging him 
with 
fraud and imposing him fraud 
penalties. 
After clearing himself of the 
fraud allegations and winning 
several rounds in court, Smith 
said, he settled with the IRS for 
$54,000 
and subsequently has 


received about $20,000 in re­ 
bates for overpayment. 
Sen. Long said the committee 
has no present plans to Inquire 
further into wire tapping by the 
FBI.

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India Not Afraid of 
Chinese Nuclear Threat 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
India's strategists apparently 
have decided Communist China 
poses no immediate nuclear 
threat—and possibly that the 
United States would intervene 
it Peking ever wages atomic 
war on its Asian neighbors. 
This reasoning seem s behind 
Prim e 
Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri's 
reiteration 
that 
India's policy is not to manu- 
tocture nuclear weapons. 
It is authoritatively learned 
this policy has been re-exam ­ 
ined in recent weeks and that 
Shastri's government was split 
on the question of whether to 
take India into the nuclear club. 
At the height of India's war 
with Pakistan las* month and 
simultaneous confrontation w ith 
Communist 
China, 
right-wing 
pressure mounted on Shastri. 
His government sampled pub­ 
lic opinion, permitting one Cabi­ 
net member to publicly call for 


nuclear arming of India and 
allowing leading members of 
the ruling Congress party to 
sign petitions demanding Shas­ 
tri take the step. 
There appear to be these ma­ 
jor 
policy judgments behind 
Shastri's decision: 
—If Communist China attacks 
India it will be with convention­ 
al ground forces making shal­ 
low 
penetrations through the 
Himalayas. And if China tries 
nuclear war, the United States, 
plus Britain, will be forced to 
enter the fray, though this is not 
spelled out in any treaty or even 
understanding with Washington 
and London. 
— Proliferation is an increas­ 
ing danger to the world, and 
India's entry into the nuclear 
club would quickly set Pakistan 
and Indonesia, both at odds with 
New Delhi, to making nuclear 
weapons. 
— Manufacture 
of 
nuclear 


weapons would create a bad 
image for India, and harm its 
efforts to gain diplomatic sup­ 
port in the Asian-African world. 
India's nuclear scientists are 
believed to have taken their 
techniques to the point where a 
final, inexpensive push could 
produce nuclear devices. 
One of India's leading in­ 
dustrialists, G. D .B irla, saidat 
a meeting in Bombay Sunday 
that he had traveled recently in 
the United States and got the 
impression Washington had sent 
“ a very stiff warning to China," 
B irla added: " I was told by 
those who counted that in case 
China came into India in a big 
way, the Chinese 
should be 
prepared even to receive atomic 
bom bs." 
True or not, this thinking ap­ 
pears to have played a big role 
in New Delhi's assessm ent.

Baptist Surmounted Many Difficulties 


to Build Present Church in Sikeston 


From the Sikeston Standard 
of Tuesday, July 2, 1935 
Difficulties 
attended 
th e 
growth of the Baptist church 
In Southeast Missouri. The first 
Baptist 
known to live per­ 
manently west of the M issis­ 
sippi river were Thomas Bull 
and his wife, and her mother, 
a Mrs. Lee, who moved In 1796 
to a place about a mile and a 
half south of Jackson. Then 
shortly before 1800, the Rev. 
Thomas 
Johnson, a Baptist 
clergyman who had been a m is­ 
sionary among the Cherokees 
in Georgia, performed what is 
believed to be the first prot- 
estant 
baptism 
administered 
west of the M ississippi. The 
service was held at Randol’s 
creek while the Rev. Mr. John­ 
son was visiting friends. 
For a time Baptists became 
increasingly numerous and de­ 
vout. When it was organized, 
the Cape Girardeau association 
Included 
Scott, 
Mississippi, 
Perry, 
and Cape Girardeau 
„ counties. Among churches or­ 
ganized during the early part 
of the nineteenth century were 
these: Pleasant Hill, in Scott 
county in 1828; Cypress in 1827, 
reorganized in 1847 and again 
In 1867, until it became known 
as the Diehlstadt church; Mount 
Moriah at Mathews' Prairie in 
1830. 
Early in the century the church 
was very strict, and careless 
members were punished. Oth­ 
e rs 
were granted 
special 
privileges. In 1808 three mem­ 
bers were excluded for “ having 
Armenian views'* 
and three 
years later one was discarded 
for joining a Masonic lodge. At 
a meeting in 1818 members 
resolved that Hannah Edwards 
be allowed to wear gold e a r­ 
rings for the benefit of her 
health, and in 1820 they decided 
this problem: “ Church In con­ 
ference. Query: If a member 
is constrained to shout shall 
the 
church bear with 
it? 
Answer: Y es." 
More grievous questions than 
these retarded the 
church's 
growth, however. After pros­ 
pering until about 1837, mem­ 
bers soon found themselves be­ 
set by internal bickering. Since 
its organization, the Cape Gi­ 
rardeau association had been 
doing local missionary work 
without criticism , with now the 
growth of the missionary spirit 
and the agitation of the anti- 
mission doctrine 
in 
other 
groups aided development of 
anti-m ission strength. In 1840, 
the strongest faction 
(anti­ 
mission) withdrew from the old 
group and formed the New Cape 
Girardeau 
Moriah, 
Pleasant 
Hill, and Little Association, 
which included Mt. River,com ­ 
bined -‘deSkftftthe Oran church. 
Discovering they were not now 
strong, the regular Baptists 
soon allowed decay to fall upon 
their association. 
Differences were later settled 
satisfactorily, and as popula­ 
tion 
increased, churches in 
compact districts were 
dis­ 
missed from older organiza­ 
tions to form ones of their own. 
Expansion was retarded during 
the war between the states, and 
afterward, as was that of the 
Methodist church; and 
from 
1865 to 1867, the Baptist church 
had only one m inister, John 
H. Clark, to serve twenty-nine 
churches. 
The Charleston 
association 
was formed in 1876 with four 
sm all churches and a member­ 
ship of 146. Eleven years later 
there were 656 members in 
eighteen churches; thirteen in 
Scott county; three in Mis­ 
sissippi; and two in New Mad­ 
rid. They were located at Ben­ 
ton, 
Bethany, Bethel, Diehl­ 
stadt, Harmony, Hickory Grove, 
Hopewell, Little River, Morley, 
Mount 
Moriah, 
New Provi­ 
dence, 
Oran, Pleasant HUl, 
Pleasant 
Valley, 
Savannah, 
Sikeston, Unity, and Zion. 
The growth of the church here 
was as seriously hampered as 
the district's but for reasons 
vastly different. Early records 
of the Sikeston church have 
been destroyed, if they ever 
existed, 
and since 
original 
members here have died only 
the recollections of older re si­ 
dents may be set down. 
Although according to the cor­ 
nerstone on the present build­ 
ing, the Baptist church was first 
organized here in 1868, many 
are inclined to believe this is 
incorrect since during that year 
M rs. Catherine Sikes Handy 
organized the first 
Sunday 
school here, prim arily Metho­ 
dist in demonination although 
any residents were welcome at 
services. 
The Baptist church was then 
probably not organized until at 
least 1878. Almost as soon as a 
congregation was formed and 
before 
the 
first 
Methodist 
Episcopal church—the frame 
building now used for the St. 
Francis Xavier church — was 
dedicated, Baptist met in the 
church on alternating Sundays, 
when the Methodist m inister 
was holding services at Ber­ 
trand, his other charge. 
In 1882, however, the Baptist 
were given a lot on South Kings- 
highway—their present one—by 
M rs. Handy, and there they 
erected a one-story 
frame 
church. 
Misfortune attended 
their efforts, for in the fol­ 
lowing year, before it was fin­ 
ished, the building was leveled 
to the ground in a cyclone 
which also damaged Dr. E. J. 
Malone's barn and a cabin be­ 
longing to Mrs. Jennie Green. 
And although a second one- 
story building was erected on 
the lot the church almost com­ 


pletely 
disintegrated, chiefly 
because it was without a regular 
pastor. The Rev. Rubotton of 
Greenville some times drove 
here, but if weather was in­ 
clement he would not bridge 
the swamps to reach Sikeston. 
Thirty-seven years ago, when 
Mrs. George W. Chapman, then 
Mrs. 
Mary Lawrence, first 
came here, she discovered that 
members 
had scarcely any 
church services. With the help 
of the Rev. Mr. Jones, a Dexter 
m inister who had Infrequently 
come here to preach without 
charge, Mrs. Chapman and her 
brothers Jam es Jones, and the 
Rev. Flnus Jones, organized a 
Sunday school. The enrollment 
was about twenty-five James 
Jones was superintendent. Mrs. 
Chapman taught classes and 
helped from a chair. 
Soon afterward the late Rev. 
George W. Chapman came here. 
Immediately he began working 
to develop^ the church, serving 
six months as pastor without 
charge before he became the 
church's regular minister, a 
position he held two years. 
The congregation was small 
but enthusiastic. At one of the 
numerous cottage prayer serv­ 
ices held at homes, fifteen were 
converted, Mrs. Chapman re ­ 
members. Womenof the church, 
including the late Mrs. Mattie 
McGllsvary, a sister of Mrs. 
Chapman, formed a Ladies' Aid 
Society, 
which did much to 
maintain the church and make 
possible its final successful 
growth. 
Often as few as twelve at­ 
tended church services in the 
beginning, but while the Rev. 
Mr. Chapman was pastor, mem­ 
bership Increased to sixty. The 
sm all 
building had only one 
room at first, but later parti­ 
tions were placed within it for 
Sunday school classes. 
By about 1900 the building was 
rapidly collapsing. B leaned 
badly; the floors squeaked; and 
doors would scarcely shut. The 
roof was never entirely re ­ 
paired, older members recall, 
and if rain fell on Sundays 
services were necessarily dis­ 
banded because of water which 
seeped through numerous holes. 
Members were not discouraged 
however. Because they had no 
janitor, they helped one another 
build fires, clean the building, 
and care for the minister. Their 
religion was then more fervent 
and satisfying, they think, than 
now when obstacles are less 
great. 
C. D. Matthews' former home, 
moved across South Kingshigh- 
way, was satisfactory for a par­ 
sonage, but the church building 
became so unsound that it was 
useless for services. So it was 
finally torn down in 1912. A 
basement was dug and a con­ 
crete 
foundation 
was con­ 
structed during the same year, 
in a place a little to one side 
of the form er 
building, but 
members were unable to occupy 
a new church for until four years 
later. Meanwhile, the Rev. W. F. 
Carnet, who was pastor in 1912, 
preached to his congregation on 
the second floor of the city hall 
and in a room now occupied by 
The Standard. 
Other 
m inisters served here 
afterward, it is believed, in­ 
cluding the Rev. Mr. Lowry and 
the Rev. Mr. Greenway, but 
“ the hole in the ground", as 
the basement 
became to be 
known, remained intact until the 
arrival of the Rev. S. P. Brite. 
The Rev. Mr. B rite's ambition 
for a new church was not easily 
fulfilled. Only discouragement 
attended his attempts to raise 
money for a building. Bricks for 
it were delivered and lay long 
on the ground. Still he preached 
-and sought funds. A story is 
told that finally he spent all 
of one night on his knees pray­ 
ing for help. The following day 
a prominent parishioner, still 
living, told the minister that he 
felt he should contribute. He 
gave about $1200 and the new 
structure was started. 
At a business meeting, June 23, 
1915, church members learned 
that sufficient guarantee had 
been given the contractor so 
that construction work could be 
started within a week. The Rev. 
Brite, and W. C. Bowman and 
J. A. Milem, deacons of the 
church, formed a building com­ 
mittee. The m inister set the 
first brick in place on July 20, 
1915, and later, some residents 
believe, Masons laid the cor­ 
nerstone. 
The church building — the 
present one — was erected at a 
cost of $21,000 by the Concrete 
Tile & Construction Company of 
Sikeston and under the super­ 
vision of J. A. Young. Mem­ 
bers first attended services in 
it on March 5, 1916, and par­ 
ticipated in dedication services 
which extended through the en­ 
tire week. 
After staying here until the 
church was completed the Rev. 
Mr. Brite moved away to accept 
another pastorate, but returned 
here in 1922 and remained until 
he left for Kansas in 1929. 
He was succeeded by the Rev. 
A. C. Rudloff, who was here 
from 1929 until 1921. The Rev. 
Leslie Garrison was minister 
from that year until this spring, 
when the Rev. Verne Oglesby 
became pastor. 
The church now has a mem­ 
bership of 678, but few of those 
who belonged when the organi­ 
zation was hard pressed are 
still of the congregation. Among 
the men and vomen who attended 
services in the very early part 
of the twentieth century are Mr. 
and Mrs. E. E. Arthur, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. C. Bowman, Mr. 


and Mrs. G. H. Barger, Mr. 
and Mrs. Guy C arter, Alice 
Edmondson, Mrs. Olive F arris, 
W. s. Hollingsworth, Mr. and 
M rs. 
Claud 
Johnson, Mrs. 
Nanny Key, Mrs. Tessie Lee, 
M rs. Mattie McMullin, R. W. 
McGllsvary, Mrs. Dave Reece, 
John B. Scilllon, Mrs. Fannie 
Darby and Mrs. George Chap­ 
man. 
The church is still expanding. 
Remodeling work is being done, 
and plans are now being made 
for the construction of an edu­ 
cational 
building 
on South 
Kingshighway behind the church 
structure.

RENO, Nev. (AP)—The new 
computer system in use at the 
Kansas City Weather Bureau 
will give forecasters quicker in­ 
formation on potential tornado 
weather, a study group was told 
Wednesday. 
Lawrence Hughes of Kansas 
City, said the bureau is expand­ 
ing its computer operations in 
November and December, part­ 
ly to increase use for the river 
forecast center. 
“ Thirty minutes can be criti­ 
cal in tornado forecasting,” 
Hughes told the American Mete­ 
orological Society’s symposium 
on severe local storm s 
and 
cloud physics. 
He said it takes up to an hour 
to get the forecast processed to 
the broadcast stations and over 
the air to the public. 
Hughes also delivered a report 
on twister frequency in the “ tor- 
nado alley” of Oklahoma. The 
report was prepared by Norman 
E. Prosser, of the Kansas City 
bureau. 
Statistics indicate a lull period 
during mid-day, preceded and 
followed by peaks of tornado oc­ 
currence. Prosser attempted to 
find out if this pattern moves 


into Kansas and Nebraska with 
seasonal changes of the jet 
stream to the north. But he con­ 
cluded that the pattern seems 
to diminish, with tornadoes dis­ 
tributed more evenly through 
the season in the states farther 
north. 
Harry Geuse,a consulting me­ 
teorologist from Santa Rosa, 
Calif., said tornadoes are likely 
to occur six or seven days after 
the birth of the so-called “ A” 
type weather pattern in the Pa­ 
cific northwest. 
“ If, on the first day, one can 
identify the weather type, this 
should be of great service to the 
forecasters so they can be on 
the alert,” Geise said. 
Hughes said development of 
tornadoes out of such weather 
patterns is not a coincidence, 
but that Geise’s system is too 
simple. Such a broad, indefinite 
warning could actually cause a 
disservice to the public since 
tornadoes occur in only a few 
small areas, he said. 
“ You certainly couldn’t ask 
the public to stay in abasement 
for several days,” Hughes said.

The total enrollment of re si­ 
dent students at the end of the 
first month of school was 3,- 
852 or 96 more than that at the 
end of the first month of school 
last year. We also have 105 
high school students, coming 
from neighboring schools, who 
are enrolled in the Tech-Trade 
program.

Once Ritzy Newport 
Now Tourist Spot 


EDITOR'S 
NOTE 
— The 
queen of resorts, playground of 
the Social Register, the seaside 
community where a summer 
cottage means a 50-room man­ 
sion and a household brass 
cleaner cleans only brass-this 
has been Newport. But what's 
happened to the Vanderbilts and 
Astors and who are these jazz 
folk? The following tells what 
has happened to Newport. —— 


NEWPORT, RJ. (AP) — At 
the spot where John Jacob As- 
tor anchored a luxurious yacht, 
tourists stand in tennis shoes. 
Weeds smother a nearby man­ 
sion. 
Weary, dirty dock workers 
frequent the Muenchinger King 
Hotel, once the vacation resort 
of presidents. 
The stable where 30 horses 
slept under linen sheets is dis­ 
mantled and The Breakers, 70- 
room Vanderbilt mansion, is on 
display for $1.75 ahead. 
These are signposts of a de­ 
caying chapter in American life, 
the requiem of magnificent mid­ 
night balls where 1,000 dancers 
waltzed on the lawns and jew­ 
eled ladies swept down red-car­ 
peted staircases into the arms 
of noblemen, millionaires and 
kings. 
This was the glittering age of 
elegance, the 90-foot yachts with 
Persian rugs, the afternoon car­ 
riage rides down Bellevue Ave­ 
nue past 
great stone "cot­ 
tages," the awesome summer 
palaces of the barons of in­ 
dustry and finance. 
TTUs was a $200,000 dinner 
party, 50 servants a household, 
the building of an $11-million 
cottage called Marble House 
and 200 Italian workmen im­ 
ported for the job. 
This was before taxes. 
Efforts still are being made to 
cling to the old way of life, to 
opulence and elegance and to 
the gilded age of grandeur. 
Merrell Kerby Saunders rides 
in a white Rolls-Royce, a televi­ 
sion antenna swinging on top. 
He has residences in New York, 
Newport and an estate with two 
dozen bathrooms in Mendham, 
N .J. 
His ancestors founded 
Saunderstown, RJ. 
"Quick, Collins,” says Saun­ 
ders to his chauffeur, "to the 
Reading Room." Saunders leans 
back into the leather seat, ad­ 
justs a blue silk tie and ex­ 
plains: 
"The Reading Room, you 
know, is the oldest men's club in 
America. I wouldn't think of not 
going by for half an hour before 
dinner. Everyone does." 
The Reading Room is a mod­ 
est clapboard building built in 
1854 and boasts some of the old­ 
est flush toilets in the United 
States. Saunders says “It's the 
image that counts here." 
The grande dame of Newport 
is Mrs. Louis Brugiere, a petite 
90-ish widow, the former Mrs. 
James Laurens Van Allen. Her 
mansion, Wakehurst, is a dupli­ 
cate of an English castle and is 
run with 20 servants as it was in 
the 1890s. 
Mrs. Brugiere is known as the 
most "Proper" member of so­ 
ciety. 
Guests are not admitted to 
dinner, be it for two or 90, un­ 
less men wear black tie and 
women long evening gowns. A 
hand-written menu, in French, 
is at every place setting. 
In her household, a brass 
cleaner is said to clean only 
brass. 
This season's last lavish affair 
was a debutante ball put on by 
New Yorkers. A candlelight din- 
ner and dance was held at The 
Elms, summer home of Phila­ 
delphia 
coal magnate Edwin 
Berwind, now owned by the 
Newport Preservation Society. 
Two hundred, mostly out-of- 
towners, drank champagne on 
the terrace, strolled through 
sunken 
gardens, and danced 
into the morning. Enough New­ 
porters appeared to lend an air 
of authenticity. Most left before 
the dance was over. 


It's a losing battle, however. 
Newport's old grandeur is 
being chipped away by modern 
society: by curiosity seekers at 
the deb ball hovering around 
gates outside, by dowdy spin­ 
sters who drink beer at the 
Muenchinger King, by young 
aristocrats 
bunking 
on the 
beach with dates. 


Like a fickle woman,Newport 
is 
half-stately, 
half-bawdy. 
There 
are narrow, winding 
streets cluttered with 18th cen­ 
tury gambrel roofed homes— 
streets once rustling with Colo­ 
nial skirts, now shambles. 
There are loud bars where 
teen-agers gather to drink and 
twist. And half a mile away, 
there are carefully manicured 
gardens and two matrons hav­ 
ing tea. 
The 
annual 
jazz festival, 
started in 1954, has brought 
pleas, protests and howls of an­ 
ger ever since from summer 
residents. In 1960, beer-happy 


crazy teen-agers rioted 
and hundreds were arrested. 
On summer weekends, the 
streets of the old town and 
Ocean Drive are clogged with 
cars of 100,000 tourists. Cam­ 
era enthusiasts scramble over 
the rocky seaside angling for 
good shots of the big homes. 
Scavengers seek out deserted 
mansions. 
More people are coming. The 
Jamestown to Newport ferry, a 
landmark since Colonial days, 
will be replaced in the next five 
years with a bridge, enabling 
motorists 
to swing through 
Newport without waiting an 
hour to cross Narragansett Bay. 
A government urban renewal 
project is on tap for the old 
waterfront. 
The 
Newport Preservation 
Society is taking over old man­ 
sions, opening them to public 
view and using the money to 


pour back into preservation. 
A private group called Opera­ 
tion Clapboard is promoting pri­ 
vate investment in 200-year-old 
clapboard houses,a renovation 
it hopes can transform lower 
Newport in a quaint residential 
neighborhood.

Rome And Hie 
American Labor Union 


By Rev. John E. Coogan, S .J. 


QUESTION: It is of interest 
to all of us, I am sure, to hear 
what so notable a body of the 
hierarchy — with the approval 
of Rome — thinks of secular 
unionism. Will you give us the 
gist of their opinion? 
Here is a verbatim statement 
of the core material referring 
to secular unionism: “ The mass 
of the workers receive their ed­ 
ucation almost insensibly from 
the association to which 
they 
belong. Hie spirit, the vigour 
which pervades the organized 
unit proceeds from the mind and 
the heart of the leaders. That 
vigour reaches afterwards all 
the members and conveys to 
them a particular concept of 
social life and 
professional 
relations. Hence the association 
is formative. It will be such in 
a Christian way, if it expressly 
adheres, in its very constitu­ 
tions. to the social principles 


of Christianity, and if the lead­ 
ers who shape its action 
are 
capable, through their living 
fcuth in the authority of Christ 
and the Church, of submitting 
their consciences as leaders 
to those principles. Otherwise 
the 
association will lead the 
worker astray to materialism; 
it will imbue him with a false 
concept of life eventually made 
known by harsh claim s, unjust 
methods, and the omission of 
the collaboration necessary to 
the common 
good.” Notice, 
then, 
that the 
criticism 
of 
unionism other than thorough­ 
ly Christian is all-inclusive. 
It cannot possibly be evaded by 
our 
own 
secular 
interna­ 
tional unions. 
QUESTION: You have indi- 
cated that all the popes who 
wrote encyclicals on labor made 
it clear that secular unions are 
not positively approved. And 


you have quoted a very severe 
warning — Rome-approved — 
from the Quebec hierarchy re­ 
garding the harmful formative 
influence of any unionism other 
than 
thoroughly 
Christian. 
Could you point out the harm 
that our own unions have been 
doing? 
Remember that the question 
at issue is not whether our 
unions do any good, or whether 
the 
preponderance 
of effect 
from them is helpful. The ques­ 
tion is as to whether they pro­ 
duce 
effects 
that 
are so 
demoralizing that they should 
not be allowed to compel mem­ 
bership. My thesis here, re­ 
member, is that “ Americans 
must have the right but not 
be 
compelled to join 
labor 
unions.” Remember, too, that 
the Joint Pastoral said any 
union 
other than thoroughly 
Christian “ will lead the work­ 
er astray to materialism; it 
will imbue him with a false con­ 
cept of life eventually made 
known by harsh claim s, unjust 
methods, and the omission of 
the collaboration necessary to 
the common good.” In 
sub­ 
stantiation of that warning, our 
unions - from their very na­ 
ture — have no objective moral 
standard. 
As 
Will Herberg, 
Jewish economist and friend of 
the unions, has frankly 
de­ 
clared, “ The lack of a labor 
conscience. . i s , in a sense, 
the basic problem of American 
trade unionism. . .Hie problem 
(is one) of ‘double morality,* 
one ethic for private life and 
another for the organization 
involved.”

Dr. Salzer reports that about 
85 percent of the 300 patients 
either recovered or were great­ 
ly improved. The doctor ob­ 
serves: “It is my belief that 
the condition of relative hypo­ 
glycemia is one of the most 
common causes of neuropsy­ 
chiatric illness.”

AP Movie-Television Writer 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) — I have 
just returned from a visit be. 
hind the concrete curtain that

The set is utterly closed, you 
know.

I 
applied for a visa to observe 
conditions behind the frontier of 
Stage 8.

his dressing room-office. The 
movie was going smoothly, he 
reported, and the studio bosses 
seemed 
pleased 
with 
the 
results. 
“ TTiat's what counts,” I said. 
“No, it isn't,” he corrected. 
“ What counts is that I am 
pleased.” 
He seemed to be. So did 
George Segal, the new young 
star (“Ship of Fools,” “ King 
Rat” ) who plays the biologist 
who calls on the embattled col­ 
lege professor and his barracu­ 
da of a wife. 
It was difficult to assess the 
feelings of Sandy Dennis, the 
Broadway star (“ Any Wednes­ 
day” ) who enacts Segal's young 
wife. She emerged sleepily from 
her dressing room after a nap, 
uttered a few sentences, then 
vanished. 
Still no action. The company 
seemed to be waiting for some­ 
thing. In time the femous pair 
arrived: Elizabeth Taylor and 
Richard Burton. 
Their on-screen appearance is 
another matter of security. I 
feel it my duty to report that 
Miss Taylor, who is required to 
portray a harridan a decade 
older than her own 33 years, 
looks properly blowzy for the 
role, if not top4ieavy. Burton as 
her 
long-suffering 
mate ap­ 
peared somewhat seedy, with 
the suggestion of a paunch. 
The Burtons, Nichols, Dennis 
and Segal were summoned to 
the set, and I remained behind 
at Checkpoint Charlie, 30 feet 
away from the action. There I 
met the producer and writer, 
Ernest Lehman. The film is 
going swimmingly, he assured, 
and will finish on or about Dec. 
1. It started July 26. End of re­ 
port.

AP Special Reportn 
EDITOR'S NOTE — Humbert 
R . Versace of Baltimore, Md., 
was a soldier who dreamed of 
being a Maryknoll missionary. 
He was captured by the Viet 
Cong, held captive almost two 
years, and then executed. This 
recollection of Capt. Versace 
was written by Horst Faas, the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning AP pho­ 
tographer, for the Ledger-Star 
of Norfolk, Va., where Versace 
once lived.

When I met Capt. Humbert R. 
Versace for the first time, in 
1963, it was in a hot, sticky 
room in the small U«S. com­ 
pound in Camau, where a hand­ 
ful of American advisers spent 
their 
night, 
surrounded 
by 
barbed wire and protected by a 
few Vietnamese militiamen. 
I had come back late in the 
evening from a military opera­ 
tion with Vietnamese troops and 
Versace was my host. My uni­ 
form was muddy and wet. 
Versace had given me some 
of his dry underwear. 
Water from a monsoon down­ 
pour was dripping down the 
walls and Versace and I tried to 
beat off the swarms of mosqui­ 
tos. 
Versace had lived like this for 
more than a year. 
He appeared to me to be like 
some of the missionaries I had 
met in the Congo. A family pho­ 
to and an assortment of books 
were on a table, all wrapped in 
plastic to keep them from fall­ 
ing apart in the dripping wet 
humidity. I noticed the Bible, 
Mao Tse-tung's writings 
in 
pocket-book form, and a Viet­ 
namese eidltion of Giap's “ Peo­ 
ple’s War,” the classic on guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
Versace was looking just like 
many of the young American 
captains and lieutenants in that 
year of 1963 who tried with all 
courage and sincerity to do the 
best 
in their jobs 
as “ad­ 
visers.” 
Like all of them, he had this 
fresh, youthful, open approach 
and 
optimism. 
But Versace 
seemed more sincere, more of a 
thinker than a soldier. I do not 
remember him joking or laugh­ 
ing during the many hours of 
talk we had this night in Octo­ 
ber 1963. 
Versace had served for a year 
as intelligence officer for the 
Military Advisory and Assist­ 
ance Group in Camau Province. 
He 
came 
from 
a 
language 
school. After a year, the Viet­ 
namese paid him the compli­ 
ment of not only speaking to 
him in Vietnamese, but in the 
southern dialect. 
Camau Peninsula, and espe­ 
cially the area where Versace 
worked, the Xuyen Province, 
was then and still is one of the 
worst Viet Cong areas in Viet 
Nam. 
In 
this province, the 
American soldier was definitely 
not welcome. Vietnamese sol­ 
diers were reluctant to take 
Americans along because they 
knew the presence of an Ameri­ 
can made them, too, a more 
desirable target for the Viet 
Cong. 


Viet Cong brutality and terror 
were at their worst here against 
the few people who still sup­ 
ported the Saigon government. 
Versace had seen horrors ev­ 
ery day during his year of duty. 
But he did not seem to have any 
hate against the merciless ene­ 
my. He explained to me that our 
secret weapon should be to un­ 
derstand the Viet Cong, to try to 
find out his motives and learn 
his way of thinking — to explain 
our ideas to him so that he 
could understand us in his lan­ 
guage and in the twisted terms 
of his indoctrinated mind. 
He said he did his best to 
teach his Vietnamese friends to 
kill and stay alive. But he 
thought that his mission as an 
adviser was also to understand 
both friend and foe. 
Versace 
seemed convinced 
that the majority of the Viet 
Cong followers were misled by 
false ideals. His great idea was 
to make the Vietnamese aware 
that Americans in Viet Nam 
were not there to kill off half of 
the South Vietnamese people 
because they erroneously fol­ 
lowed ideals that were misinter­ 
preted by the Communists. 


He wanted Americans to 
be 
examples of a soldier-mission­ 
ary who brings an end finally to 
the seemingly endless killing 
with the power of a new ideal. 
He did not believe in carry­ 
ing a weapon on operations ex­ 
cept for a hidden pistol. He 
wanted to show the oppressed 
people in Camau that he came 
to 
them with the Vietnamese 
troops to tell them about the 
better life he offered. 
Vietnamese soldiers looked at 
him in surprise and military 
men working with him did not 
approve. 
Two days later, we flew to a 
Special Forces outpost, a heavi­ 
ly fortified camp along a canal 
- triangular with bunkers and 
barbed wire. There were 400 
rough-tough Vietnamese mili­ 
tiamen and 12 American Spe­ 
cial Forces men. 
Versace went there to talk to 
prisoners. One of the prisoners 
was hanged on a tree near the 
camp as an example to the Viet 
Cong and hostile people living 
opposite the camp and along the 
canal. 
I went to this post of Thanh 
Phy to accompany a patrol. The 
patrol went out in the morning. 
Versace went with the first-the 
lead company. Some three kil­ 
ometers from the camp, the pa­ 
trol was ambushed. 
The formation, moving along 
a slippery canal bank, over­ 
grown with jungle, broke 
up. 
Some 50 soldiers died, about 100 
were 
wounded 
or 
missing. 
Three 
Americans, 
including 
Versace, were missing. One 
Vietnamese went back and said 
that he saw Versace wounded 
and bloodied in the head, but 
firing. He said the Viet Cong 
jumped on him and took him 
away. 
The next day the Viet Cong 
spread rumors about the pres­ 
ence of their prisoners. Gov­ 
ernment troops heard reports 
that Versace 
and the others 
were seen to the North, and then 
to the South, of the ambush site. 
The Viet Cong deliberately con­ 
fused our rescue mission. 
For two days, some 40 heli­ 
copters and a battalion of troops 
checked out the reports. They 
took casualties. Reports about 
the American prisoners were 
more and more confusing. 
On Oct. 31, the rescue opera­ 
tion was suddenly terminated. 
The troops were called back. 
The 
coup 
d’etat 
against the 
Diem government had begun. 
Diem was overthrown and killed 
Nov. 1, 1963. The troops never 


tried a rescue again. 
There were frequent reports 
about Versace all around the 
delta. He was seen led through 
villages with a rope around his 
neck, on exhibition for the vil­ 
lagers. 
He was seen on his knees, 
forced to speak slogans. 
One report I saw said that he 
was in tears when a Vietnamese 
woman gave him a piece 
of 
chicken. 
Versace 
must 
have lived 
through hell, because he lived 
two years in an area bombed 
daily by American planes as a 
free bombing zone. 
A few weeks ago, Vietnamese 
officers 
told 
me they had 
learned that he lived in a cage 
in the swampy U Minh head­ 
quarters of delta units of the 
Viet Cong. 
Then the paper Nhan Dan, in 
Hanoi, 
North Viet Nam, re­ 
ported that he had been put to 
death.
